JUSTICE DEMANDS SACRIFICE 

Dear Editor, 

The AISD administration has recommended 
closing 12 schools, the majority of which are 
located east of 1-35, nine of which are economi¬ 
cally disadvantaged schools, and 11 [of which] 
are majority minority, as part of their “School 
Changes” plan [“AISD, Remixed,” News, Sept. 13]. 

It is not fair or just to expect the already dis¬ 
advantaged areas of Austin to bear the brunt of 
“School Changes,” no matter how well inten- 
tioned. Justice demands more than equal treat¬ 
ment. In the case of AISD, it demands sacrifice, 
and NOT by the historically underfunded and 
neglected areas of the city. 

I am compelled to note that AISD’s current 
course of action is likely to lead to several unin¬ 
tended but predictable consequences: 

• Dramatic loss of support for public schools 
throughout Austin 

• Skepticism, which will hinder the success 
of AISD future bond issues 

• Increase in enrollment in charter schools 

• Increase in out[ward] migration to suburban 
neighborhood schools 

• Exacerbation of the divide between minority 
and lower-income East Austin and the better-off 
areas of Austin 

• Possible court challenges which the Texas 
Legislature will use to promote their anti-public 
school agenda

schools recommended for closure are consid¬ 
ered in the school change decision-making.

On Monday morning, a whole bunch of 
people from a variety of Austin’s civic power 
centers gathered at the Central Library 
(as you can see above) to lift up in praise 
the mammoth transit 
bond package local 
voters will almost 
surely see on their 
November 2020 bal¬ 
lots. Organized as 
Transit for Austin, 
the coalition used different words, because 
that package still requires some assembly; 
big questions remain as to what kind of 
transit, and what routes, will emerge from 
the current Project Connect (v. 3.0) process 


to be costed out and pitched to the commu¬ 
nity. But what I think will most likely hap¬ 
pen is a $1 billion-plus initiative with some 
amount of light rail and more stretches 
of bus rapid transit 
along the familiar 
core transit corridors 
Austin has been pre¬ 
paring for a genera¬ 
tion now. 

This same news 
conference has happened before; we in the 
consulting trade (where I was 2005-17) even 
had a nickname for it: the “we-are-the- 
world.” This mighty cloud of witnesses 
from Austin’s grasstops also brought you a 


medical school, a plan to end homelessness, 
and other milestones in Austin’s emergence 
as a big city, under the auspices of elders like 
Deacon Sen. Kirk Watson. It didn’t, however, 
bring you a transit system in 2014 - not a 
good electoral year for progressives in gen¬ 
eral, and one which saw the Project Connect 
2.0 rail plan go down by 10 points under 
fierce lashings from both its left and its 
right. (Of the 80 or so people who ran for City 
Council in 2014, the first 10-1 election cycle, 
maybe 10 at most supported the rail plan.) 

On Tuesday morning, there was another 
media release, this time by the Austin Coa¬ 
lition for Transit, which is different from

Transit for Austin. These include the old heads, the proph¬ 
ets in the desert, the people who’ve been fighting for rail 
transit - just rail, only rail - since Capital Metro was created 
in 1985. They’ve dashed their feet upon stones not once but 
twice, in 2014 and with the 0.8-point loss of the 2000 plan 
that would have put urban rail transit on the ground in Aus¬ 
tin a decade ago. Imagine how different Austin would be. 

MOVING ON UP A LITTLE HIGHER 

The ACT folks are great people whom everyone appreci¬ 
ates, but they’ve heard “Yes, but ...” for a generation from 
political and community leaders who think a transit pack¬ 
age can only win if it either involves little to no risk or has 
“something for everyone,” which means road investments 
in the suburban fringe, even if these be merely symbolic or 
clearly superfluous. The 2014 package included a lot of road 
spending to buoy up this prosperity gospel, but lo, it did not 
open the hard hearts of reddish edge-city voters. Modern 
Austin’s one successful transit election, in 2004, was to cre¬ 
ate the Capital MetroRail Red Line, which - since it was just 
repurposing an existing freight line - seemed to carry little 
to no risk, and even that didn’t work out so well at first. 

So here we are for our third walk up to God’s heaven - a 
genuine high-capacity system, preferably rail, that con¬ 
nects Austin’s jobs and opportunities, still clustered in the 
center of town, with the people who need them - with a 
third group, which held its rollout Tuesday evening at the 
Carver Museum. People United for Mobility Action - PUMA 
- has a nifty logo that is both roaring mountain lion and 
rolling transit line, and its own spin on we-are-the-world. 
It’s “dedicated to transforming Austin so that every person 
has access to safe, affordable, and convenient choices to get 
around and meet their daily needs.” Its ministry will 
include “community organizing, building local capacity, 
and supporting existing and future mobility efforts.” 

If you were around in 2014, you may be thinking PUMA 
sounds like AURA - then Austinites for Urban Rail Action, 
advocating for a plan different and better than Project 
Connect 2.0, now de-acronymized and decoupled from tran¬ 
sit to fight the larger urbanist fight. Indeed, there is some 
overlap. But there is also notable inclusion within PUMA of 
folks who were not welcomed, and indeed were abused, by 
AURA before. 

But more importantly, PUMA includes folks who have 
too often been strangers to this town’s 30-year transit dia¬ 
logue - leaders and advocates for social and environmental 
justice, for equity above all things, for those on the margins 
who (in PUMA’s words) “are most dependent on the out¬ 
comes of transportation planning,” especially now in the 
hot shadow of the looming climate crisis. PUMA is about 
both faith and works; it’s not limiting itself to engagement 
around a November 2020 big-ticket transit plan, but fore¬ 
sees a broad coalition that can “work directly with commu¬ 
nities to identify and implement practical projects that will 
improve access to transportation.” 

It is not a secret that Austin has not lifted every voice 
during the political calculations to make transit or any 
other big-ticket initiative happen, because “they” don’t 
vote. But all around us, the story of Austin 2020 and Texas 
2020 is one in which respecting justice and demanding 
equity are the values buoying a progressive agenda to polit¬ 
ical success. It can, will, and must be so in our schools, in 
our houses (especially the ones we still need to build), and 
now, in the streets. Let the people say amen. ■ 


Code X: The Final Chapter? 

WHAT TO LOOK FOR WHEN THE NEW LDC DRAFT COMES OUT TOMORROW 


City staff is set to release the new draft of the proposed 
land development code rewrite this Friday (keep reloading 
www.austintexas.gov/ldc) and let the spin begin. FWIW, here 
are the first things I’m going to be looking for. 

What Does It Mean for [Your Name Here]? I’ll admit it: 
The first thing I’ll do when the draft comes out is look at what 
it means for the Chronicle office: first at the map to see what 
our zoning is, and then at the code text to see what that 
means. Then I’ll do the same for where I live, and the corri¬ 
dors near us. If you own property in the city, or lease, or have 
an interest in a business, you should do the same. (When I 
looked us up in the first draft of CodeNEXT, for instance, I 
found that office use was no longer allowed in our office 
building. That was fixed in later drafts, and I don’t expect any¬ 
thing so dramatic this time around, but you never know.) 

Housing Affordability: Does the code pro¬ 
mote both the construction of new dedicated 
affordable units, and the preservation of existing 
“market affordable” units that are rapidly being 
torn down in older central neighborhoods? Those 
are two separate issues, but they’re complemen¬ 
tary, and both depend strictly on how much the 
drafters (and soon the Council) truly care about 
housing affordability. If we truly want affordable 
housing, then as many upzonings as possible 
will be tied to affordability density bonuses. If we 
truly want market affordability, then there will be incentives to 
keep such homes from being torn down and replaced with 
something larger and more expensive. On the flip side, every 
upzoning that’s not tied to an affordability requirement is a lost 
opportunity, a case of settling for density over affordability. 

“Complete Communities”: Does the code promote “walk- 
able, bikeable, and connected” neighborhood centers through¬ 
out the city ? We have 10 Council districts, with roughly equal 
populations, and the stated goal is to create those walkable, 
connected centers in all of them. Thus far, most of the dis¬ 
cussion has been on the mobility corridors, which cluster in 
the central city, but I’ll be curious to see if there’s a serious 
effort to “prioritize all types of homes for all kinds of people 
in all parts of town,” as the Council direction put it. 

Impervious Cover: This is something of a red line for 
many: If impervious cover is allowed to go up from 45% to 


50-60% in corridor zones, as staff has hinted, they’ll have to 
explain how that’s sustainable in each of the city’s water¬ 
sheds, and each of the areas of localized flooding. 

Parking: Council direction decreed that none be required 
within V 4 mile of corridors, except where that would be “dis¬ 
ruptive.” It’ll be interesting to see how staff interprets that. 

Transition Areas: Are they zoned with some sensitivity, 
and some effort to be compatible with existing neighborhood 
plans? We know there are going to be considerable upzon¬ 
ings along corridors - which comprise large sections of most 
central city neighborhoods - but what will be telling is wheth¬ 
er staff has been able to succeed in “establishing harmoni¬ 
ous transitions between different types of land uses,” as the 
Imagine Austin comprehensive plan put it. And the evidence 
will lie more in the code than in the mapping. It’s one thing to 
say that in this whole area, six units are allowed 
per lot, instead of the current two, but the devil 
is in the details: What are the specifications for 
that six-unit building - setbacks, height, ground 
cover, utilities, garbage pickup, etc.? Those sorts 
of details are going to govern what actually gets 
built, and how it will function. 

Ease of Use: Are the code structure and lan¬ 
guage readable, usable, and logically designed? 
The 1,388-page behemoth that was CodeNEXT 
was widely panned on this score, with nagging 
problems with terminology, illogical cross-references, and 
technical details that I don’t pretend to understand, but were 
vexing to the architects and planners who worked on model¬ 
ing and testing. So I’ll have to wait for the reviews to judge 
this one, and those may not come in for a while, because ... 

Bear in mind, there’s still going to be a lot of work left to 
do before this is ready to become law. Staff has done yeo¬ 
man work to get this far on Council’s ambitious deadlines, 
and - well, we’ll see tomorrow, but all indications are that 
there are still a lot of holes to fill, and placeholder regula¬ 
tions to be tweaked and shored up, and especially tested. 
Let’s hope Council has the patience and political will to let 
that process run its course. ■

IT’S ALMOST TIME FOR AN ELECTION! 

Monday, Oct. 7, is the last day to register to vote in 
time to participate in the Nov. 5 local and state elec¬ 
tions. Early voting starts Monday, Oct. 21, and runs 
through Friday, Nov. 1. To cast a ballot, you must pres¬ 
ent an acceptable form of photo identification that 
matches the name found on the voter registration list. 
Voting locations and acceptable forms of photo and 
non-photo ID can be found at www.traviscountyclerk. 
org. On the ballot will be 10 state constitutional 
amendments, most dealing with minor issues that 
should not require the attention of every Texan, but 
what can you do. (Our endorsements will be published 
in two weeks, before early voting begins.) 

More germane to Austinites are the two citizen ini¬ 
tiatives placed on the ballot by local petition drives. 
Proposition A would require a City Council superma¬ 
jority and voter approval for the use of city-owned 
land for any sports or entertainment facility - such as 
the 21,000-seat Major League Soccer stadium under 
construction now at McKalla Place. This would include 
the sale, transfer, or lease of city land, as well as any 
grants for site development permits. Prop B calls for a 
cap of 34% on how much of Austin’s Hotel Occupancy 
Tax can be allocated toward expanding the Neal W. 
Kocurek Austin Convention Center, and sets forth how 
to reallocate remaining HOT funds. It also requires voter 
approval for all Convention Center improvements total¬ 
ing more than $20 million. Follow our ongoing cover¬ 
age at austinchronicle.com/elections.

VISION ZERO, NOT ON THE HORIZON 

Despite serious efforts made by the city to reduce 
traffic fatalities, a new report from the city auditor 
says Austin’s Vision Zero goals are “unlikely” to be 
achieved. After more than 100 people died in local traf¬ 
fic crashes in 2015, the city embarked on its Vision Zero 
plan to reach zero fatal and serious injury crashes within 
city limits by 2025. Released Sept. 25, the audit report 
applauds the city’s work with Capital Metro and the 
Texas Department of Transportation to achieve its 
goal, but found that “factors outside the city’s control 
make it unlikely” to achieve the goal within six years.

While the Austin Transportation Department has 

been working to improve safety at intersections, the 
data used to identify which intersections to update - 
nine have been completed with another eight to go - 
did not come from the Vision Zero plan. Though a new 
list identifies at least 150 more that need updates, ATD 
can only improve three to four per year. The report 
concludes: “Addressing all intersections with a severe 
crash is not possible” due to the number that have 
been sites of severe crashes (over 750 between 2012 
and 2016) and the occurrence rates (75% of them only 
had one severe crash during that time period). Another 
challenge is a lack of historical data on where and how 
to make streets safer. The report also notes that despite 
work to educate the public on traffic safety, “these 
efforts could be better targeted to address the danger¬ 
ous behaviors that frequently result in serious crashes.” 

It’s not all in the city’s hands. Many of Austin’s traffic 
deaths take place on roads outside local control, such 
as 1-35. State laws limit Austin’s ability to reduce 
speed limits and prohibits red-light cameras. Nearly 
all pedestrian deaths in the first half of 2019 involved 
people experiencing homelessness. Moving forward, 
the report provides four recommendations to ATD: 

• Consider the severity of crashes at all stages of analy¬ 
sis in future safety improvement decisions; 

• Work with Austin police and other relevant parties to 
improve data collection and consistency; 

• Ensure decisions related to all roadway improvements 
and methodology are appropriately documented; and 

• Expand traffic safety education efforts to specifically 

target dangerous behaviors. - Sarah Marloff

Pawns in the Streets 

HOMELESSNESS BECOMES A POLITICAL GAME 


While some on City Council continued to 
call this week for moving on from debate 
over the public camping and the no-sit/ 
no-lie ordinances, others want to keep that 
conversation going. On Wednesday after¬ 
noon, as the Chronicle was going to press, 
Gov. Greg Abbott sent a threatening letter 
to Mayor Steve Adler demanding action on 
Austin’s “homelessness policies” by Nov. 1, 
or the state would step in. 

Abbott’s letter lists a number of state 
agencies that he says would have authority 
to take action within the city, including the 
Department of State Health Services, the 
Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality, the Department of Public Safety, 
and the Office of the Attorney General. It’s 
unclear exactly what actions Abbott would 
direct these agencies to take to “clean up 
the streets,” but the letter’s authoritarian 
tone suggests they would not be humane or 
in the best interests of those experiencing 
homelessness: “If meaningful reforms are 
not implemented by then, I will direct every 
applicable state agency to act to fulfill my 
responsibility to protect the health and 
safety of Texans in your jurisdiction.” 

Adler responded to Abbott at a City Hall 
press conference Wednesday afternoon with¬ 
out engaging with the governor’s combative 
rhetoric or announcing any proposed chang¬ 
es to the ordinances that drew Abbott’s ire. “I 
choose to read this letter as an offer of assis¬ 
tance,” Adler told reporters. “This is not a city 
challenge, it is a statewide challenge.” The 
mayor noted he has seen no indication that 
the number of people experiencing home¬ 


lessness has increased in Austin, only that 
some have become more visible as they feel 
safer in public spaces. The mayor said he 
would welcome aid from the state in reducing 
homelessness and that Abbott was welcome 
to send a staffer to join the weekly meetings 
led by the city’s new homeless strategy offi¬ 
cer, Lori Pampilo Harris. As for the Nov. 1 
deadline, Adler said, “my hope is the gover¬ 
nor starts seeing action by next week.” 

The Downtown Austin Alliance, in a sep¬ 
arate move, issued a statement in support of 
the city of Boise’s appeal of a 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals ruling that found 
restrictions on public camping in the Idaho 
state capital unconstitutional. The court 
held that punishing a person for involuntary 
behaviors, such as sleeping outside, was a 
violation of the Eighth Amendment, which 
prohibits cruel and unusual punishment, if 
the number of persons living without homes 
or shelter in a community is greater than the 
number of available shelter beds in that 
community - as is the case in Austin. 

That ruling out of 9CA in Martin v. City of 
Boise informed the thinking of Council 
members and advocates here who pushed to 
have Austin’s restrictions eased. The peti¬ 
tion from Boise seeks to have the U.S. 
Supreme Court take up the case; two amic¬ 
us briefs filed in support of that motion 
argue that the 9CA interpretation of the 
Eighth Amendment is burdensome to states 
and a threat to city downtowns. A cohort of 
states including Texas claims that the ruling 
inhibits their ability to enforce other laws 
besides those that previously banned public 


BATTEN DOWN THE HATCHES, A NEW LAND USE CODE’S BLOWIN’ IN! 


Sometime in the afternoon on Friday, Oct. 4 - and not, we 
are assured, at 4:59pm as planning staffers at One Texas 
Center rush down the street to ACL Fest - the city will, as 
promised, publish online the long-awaited new draft of a 
revised Austin land development code. The weekend’s other 
events may delay a reaction from the many stakeholders who 
will devour the new code text and maps in states of hope or 
fear, but probably not for very long. As the Chronicle goes to 
press Wednesday, Oct. 2, staffers are doing final testing of 
their online products and reviewing the text materials - both 
the code language and the staff report - prior to showtime. 
That means most of the particulars are already done; while 
the city’s newly revamped LDC website (www.austintexas.gov/ 
Idc) states, “While our teams are writing the code, we likely 
won’t be able to answer questions that are specific to a par¬ 
ticular property,” office hours will be announced after the 
code’s release, during which you’ll be able to schedule one- 
on-one visits with planners to talk about your own issues. 


Many of those issues will certainly have to do with the new 
code’s evolving definitions of single-family zoning, particu¬ 
larly in transition zones around activity centers and core 
transit corridors (as identified in the city’s Imagine Austin 
comprehensive plan, adopted in 2012, and its Austin Stra¬ 
tegic Mobility Plan, adopted this year) where higher density 
is encouraged. Much angst has been felt by those in neigh¬ 
borhoods who fear these zones - as yet undefined in size, 
location, or the code provisions applying within them - will 
inevitably swallow them up and spit them out, and much of 
the City Council’s lengthy and painful public negotiation over 
policy guidance to the LDC planning team earlier this spring 
sought to capture and honor those sentiments. 

However, many of those point-by-point conflicts saw the 
neighborhood stalwarts - Council Members Kathie Tovo, 
Leslie Pool, Alison Alter, and (on some but not all points) 
Ann Kitchen - on the short end of 8-3 and 7-4 votes. A clear 
majority of Council, buoyed by last November’s landslide 


reelection of Mayor Steve Adler and the defeat of the 
Proposition J citizen initiative, both inherent referenda on 
code revision, wants to move beyond the stopping point they 
felt was reached by the final draft of the late and lamented 
CodeNEXT effort 18 months ago. They want to see more 
assertive action on increasing housing density and opportuni¬ 
ty, more “missing middle” housing types, better access to 
transit, less mandated parking, and other goals consistent 
with Imagine Austin’s call for a “compact and connected” 
urban framework. 

So the LDC revision that’s dropping on Friday will be scored 
by how it responds to that political push and pull. For example, 
people will be watching the degree to which density increases 
are tied to affordability requirements or incentives. Despite 
loose talk from Adler and others about “every” additional unit 
allowed being tied to affordability, simply changing the defini¬ 
tion of “single-family” to include not only duplexes but four- 
plexes or adding accessory units to every property - seen as 
low-hanging fruit by code-revision advocates - would be very 
different proposals in that context. We’ll have our own first 
reactions in next week’s issue. - Mike Clark-Madison 
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camping, sitting, or lying - such as those 
against camping at rest areas and along 
highways, as well as laws against public uri¬ 
nation and theft of food - if those actions are 
found in court to be “biologically compelled.” 

The state’s brief goes further: The ruling 
“calls into question such fundamental prohi¬ 
bitions as laws imposing criminal penalties for 
murder, child sex abuse, child pornography, 
domestic violence, stalking, drug use, and 
rape for any criminal defendant who argues 
that his conduct was the product of a compul¬ 
sion.” In Austin, police officials and city lead¬ 
ers have reiterated again and again that such 
actions remain illegal, and officers are still 
capable of enforcing those prohibitions 
against anyone regardless of housing status. 

The second filing, from the International 
Downtown Association, contains a section 
on Austin that makes several claims about 
the negative impact our ordinance changes 
have had on Downtown businesses, resi¬ 
dents, and visitors - without providing a 
single citation for those claims. The section 
echoes the unfounded fearmongering 
spewed by GOP politicos here, rather than 
the more reasonable approach the DAA has 
taken locally in its own quest to humanely 
help the concentration of people experienc¬ 
ing homelessness Downtown while keeping 
in mind the interests of the business com¬ 
munity. Still, DAA president and CEO 
Dewitt Peart issued a statement embracing 
both briefs, urging city leadership to clarify 
enforcement of the ordinances for law 
enforcement and the public at large. “Right 
now, law enforcement is hamstrung, and 
there is confusion across the community 
around why the ordinances were changed 
and what the police can and cannot do to 
address the significant increases in public 
disorder,” the statement reads. 

Chris Harris of the Homes Not Handcuffs 
group that led the effort to decriminalize 
homelessness in Austin points out that our 
ordinances were revised for reasons beyond 
their constitutionality - notably, their ineffec¬ 
tiveness as tools for reducing homelessness. 
“Ticketing and arresting poor people for 
unavoidable acts like sitting, sleeping and 
asking for help was discriminatory, impracti¬ 
cal and wrong,” Harris wrote in a statement 
addressing the briefs filed on behalf of Boise. 
The coalition is urging Austin’s leaders to 
stand firm, whatever SCOTUS decides. 

While argument over the ordinances con¬ 
tinues, two new leaders are keeping their 
heads down and getting to the work of actu¬ 
ally solving the problem. Pampilo Harris 
started on Sept. 9, and Matthew Mollica 
took over as executive director of the End¬ 
ing Community Homelessness Coalition in 
August after Ann Howard stepped down to 
run for Travis County commissioner. 
Pampilo Harris and Mollica are both analyz¬ 
ing the current state of Austin’s homeless¬ 


ness response system; neither is focused on 
the ordinances. In an interview on Sept. 26, 
Pampilo Harris told the Chronicle she is 
more concerned with understanding the 
population of people experiencing home¬ 
lessness in Austin so she can identify which 
programs and services should be priori¬ 
tized. Mollica told us on Tuesday, Oct. 1, 
that ECHO feels the ordinance changes 
represent the “baseline of empathy” that 
should be extended to people who have no 
choice but to sleep on the streets, and that 
his goal is to advocate for the services that 
will create better choices for those people. 

Both agreed that their work is comple¬ 
mentary, as Pampilo Harris’ analysis informs 
not only how programs should be funded, 
but which programs are effective. “I’ll be 
looking at who is coming into our system, 
where they are coming from, was there a 
way that we could have prevented them 
from becoming homeless, and how long 
they are staying in the system,” Pampilo 
Harris said. With that information in hand, 
she can recommend investments the city 
should make - at this stage, mostly to create 
housing - and how partners like ECHO can 
help. Mollica said the biggest need within 
the city right now is for low-barrier, perma¬ 
nent supportive housing to provide stability 
to those working to exit homelessness. 

But, Mollica said, efforts to end homeless¬ 
ness should also provide each of those individ¬ 
uals with the agency to create their own path 
toward housing stability, with the help of 
housing, health care, job training, and other 
resources. “People don’t get to tell me where I 
can live or how to live my life inside my 
home,” Mollica told us. “The idea that people 
experiencing homelessness don’t have the 
same desire of control over their life is wrong, 
and our systems will be more effective if we 
give them that control.” - Austin Sanders 
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Slowing AISD’s Roll 

EQUITY, CLARITY SOUGHT IN SCHOOL CHANGES 


As Austin ISD officials continue their 
community engagement after releasing 
their draft scenarios for what the district’s 
School Changes 2019 process could look 
like, pressure is building around two cen¬ 
tral themes: whether AISD can really claim 
its plans are equitable when most students 
to be impacted by the changes are from 
low-income families, and broader demands 
to slow down the process. 

Parents have asked what specific data 
was used to identify their schools for clo¬ 
sure - most vocally at Maplewood, Pease, 
and Ridgetop elementary schools. Others, 
like Webb Middle School, may not have as 


loud a voice but are just as confused and 
concerned. Thus far, the district has strug¬ 
gled to provide satisfactory answers to par¬ 
ents, but on Friday, Oct. 4, a revised version 
of its scenarios document will be released, 
which the district hopes will answer some 
of the how-and-why questions from parents. 
A district spokesperson stressed, however, 
that the plans themselves would largely 
remain unchanged at this point, and that 
the feedback gathered from the current 
engagement meetings would not be incor¬ 
porated until a true second draft of the sce¬ 
narios is produced, some time in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 



It didn’t take long for East Austin educa¬ 
tion activists to point out that the city’s 
Eastern Crescent would be hardest hit by 
the School Changes process, and now their 
criticisms are becoming more pointed. 
Several have pointed to two West Austin 
elementaries, Barton Hills and Zilker, that 
were not tapped for closure or consolidation 
even though they appear to be prime candi¬ 
dates and have been on previous campus- 
closure lists. On the two scores the district 
uses to determine building condition - the 
Facilities Condition Assessment and 
Educational Suitability Assessment - 
Zilker and Barton Hills scored lower than 
several of the schools identified for closure, 
including Ridgetop and Maplewood. The 
district also factors utilization rates into 
proposals for closure and consolidation; 
Zilker and Barton Hills both have higher 
utilization than Maplewood and Ridgetop, 


which could partly be explained by the 
inclusion of “permeable structures” - what 
you might call “portables” - in district 
capacity calculations. 

In 2011, when the district adopted its 
Facilities Master Plan, a methodology for 
calculating capacity that included perme¬ 
able facilities was included for campuses 
that had site restrictions - like impervious 
cover limits or topographical challenges - 
that prevented the construction of addition¬ 
al permanent classrooms. The 2019 version 
of the FMP may exclude permeables from 
capacity calculations, but the new method¬ 
ology won’t be in place until after the board 
of trustees is scheduled to vote on the 
School Changes plan. 

For some, the way capacity calculations 
are handled differently throughout the dis¬ 
trict is evidence of the inequity AISD claims 
it is striving to overcome. Emily Sawyer, a 
parent in the district and an advocate for 
East Austin schools, told the Chronicle on 
Tuesday night, “As a community, we need to 
be asking why building has been more 
restricted in West Austin versus East Austin. 
Why has there historically been less devel¬ 
opment in one part of town and not others?” 

AISD Planning Director Beth Wilson told 
us that the district has taken a different 
approach to identifying schools for closure 
than past efforts. Rather than placing too 
much weight on one factor - such as a 
school’s physical condition - it has “looked 
at various qualitative and quantitative data 
points.” She noted that Barton Hills and 
Zilker “do not have a partner school in the 
proximate area we could send kids to. We 
looked for pairs of schools that not only had 
a low percentage of utilization, but had 
room to accommodate more students as 
well.” 

That answer may frustrate parents at 
Webb, who, at an engagement meeting on 
Sept. 25, voiced such concerns as the diffi¬ 
culties parents may have transporting kids 
to Dobie Middle School, which would 
absorb some of Webb’s students. One moth¬ 
er, who currently lives within walking dis-

Van Boven, Medical Board Meet Again 

Dr. Robert Van Boven was back in court Sept. 25, this time in a hearing before 
the 3rd Court of Appeals, on an appeal by the Texas Attorney General’s Office on 

behalf of the Texas Medical Board. Last fall, state District Judge Dustin Howell had 
ruled that Van Boven’s lawsuit against the TMB and certain board members could 
proceed - but instead of allowing the matter to go to trial, Attorney General Ken 
Paxton and his assistants decided to appeal Howell’s ruling. 

Van Boven’s lawsuit argues that the TMB’s refusal to remove a disciplinary filing 
against him from the federal National Practitioner Data Bank - despite his 2017 
exoneration by the State Office of Administrative Hearings (a ruling accepted and 
confirmed by the TMB) - is beyond its authority and has made it impossible for him 
to continue his neurological practice. Since the NPDB functions as a warning system 
to hospitals, insurers, and other medical institutions about prospective employees, 
Van Boven argues that a listing there constitutes a “penalty without a crime.” 


His attorney, David Tuckfield, made that argument to a three-judge panel of the 
3rd Court, while Assistant A.G. Charles Eldred continued to insist that the TMB had 
followed state law and NPDB regulations. The hourlong hearing - attended by a half 
dozen or more assistant attorneys general - left a lot of questions open, including 
how soon the justices might rule. Van Boven told the Chronicle, “The defendants... 
want the court to ignore the elephant in the room - they are trying to legitimize a 
penalty without a crime.” 

In an amicus brief submitted to the court after the hearing, professor Ron Beal 
of Baylor Law School argued that the law is “clear and unambiguous” and that 
TMB staff, in not voiding their original, overturned disciplinary report, acted in bad 
faith and with “a conscious disregard of the law.... These State Officers, amazingly 
joined by the Attorney General’s office,” Beal wrote, “are currently and attempting 
to permanently destroy Robert Van Boven’s professional life.... This has become a 
personal vendetta cloaked under the color of State law to destroy his career outside 
of the administrative/judicial process.” - Michael King 
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tance of Webb, told district officials she 
would have to take three buses to get from 
her home to Dobie. 

For Allen Weeks, executive director at 
Austin Voices for Education and Youth, 

this example illustrates the inequity of the 
School Changes plan in its current form. 
“Schools in some of Austin’s poorest neigh¬ 
borhoods, like Webb in St. Johns, are being 
asked to absorb more of the burden of 
change,” Weeks said. “For parents at Webb 
to be connected to the school community, 
they need to be able to access it. Living fur¬ 
ther away from their school will make that 
more difficult.” 

Weeks added that schools like Webb and 
Dobie function as community hubs, not just 
educational facilities. He and his wife Julie 
helped to found the Family Resource Cen¬ 
ter at Webb, which provides a food pantry, 
adult English classes, and other resources 
that provide stability to school families; 
without that stability, students suffer. The 
district does plan to grow family resources 
to accommodate the projected new enroll¬ 
ment - it could nearly double - at campuses 
such as Dobie that are slated to receive 
Webb students. But Weeks fears that the 
services Webb families rely on will become 
out of reach, leading to them going unused. 


“Change is hard for everyone,” Weeks said, 
“but some communities will have a harder 
time with the changes.” 

For now, trustees are mixed on how to 
proceed and at what speed. Trustee LaTisha 
Anderson has been vocal in her calls for the 
district to take more time thinking through 
the consolidation plans. Trustee Jayme 
Mathias told us he’s “open to the idea of 
delay,” but acknowledged that the decision 
to close schools has been put off for too 
long. “I am focused on the positive opportu¬ 
nities we’ll have by closing some schools 
and repurposing them for other uses in our 
community,” he said. 

Other trustees have floated the idea of 
approving some of the scenarios on Nov. 18 
- such as districtwide cultural proficiency 
training and extending operating hours 
from 6am to 6:30pm - but voting on school 
consolidations in December. Board Vice 
President Cindy Anderson told us she did 
not want to delay votes that would prevent 
students from moving into modernized 
facilities - a major goal of the plan, but one 
parents seem less invested in. “I don’t want 
to deprive students of resources they need 
now,” Anderson said. “We can’t continue to 
prioritize maintaining aging buildings over 
children.” - Austin Sanders 
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Judge’s “Horrible Bigotry” 
Not Enough to Force New Trial 


The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 

doesn’t dispute that the judge in Randy Hal- 
prin’s trial was a racist. But in its Sept. 23 rul¬ 
ing, the 5CA says there’s nothing it can do 
about it now that will help Halprin, a member 
of the notorious Texas Seven, scheduled to be 
executed Oct. 10. 

Halprin’s attorneys allege that his trial was 
biased beyond repair and a new one is in order. 
The first sentence of their appeal to the 5CA 
reads: “The Honorable Vickers Cunningham, the 
presiding judge at Randy 
Halprin’s capital trial, is a rac¬ 
ist and anti-Semitic bigot who 
described Halprin - a Jewish 
man - as ‘that fuckin’ Jew’ 
and a ‘goddamn kike.’” 

Cunningham presided over 
most of the trials of the Texas 
Seven, a group of inmates 
who broke out of prison in 2000 and robbed a 
sporting goods store, then shot down Irving 
police officer Aubrey Hawkins when he respond¬ 
ed to the alarm. They hid out for months before a 
tip to the television show America’s Most Wanted 
led authorities to Colorado, where they appre¬ 
hended six of the seven men in 2001 (one killed 
himself to avoid capture). One after another, the 
defendants received death sentences from Cun¬ 
ningham; four have already been executed. 
Patrick Murphy, whose execution was stayed in 
March after he’d asked for a Buddhist priest to 
attend to him in the death chamber, is now sched¬ 
uled to die in November. 


Cunningham’s bigotry came to light 15 years 
after the trials, when he was running in the 2018 
Republican primary for a seat on the Dallas 
County Commissioners Court. Cunningham’s 
brother told The Dallas Morning News about the 
living trust Cunningham had set up for his chil¬ 
dren - allowing them to receive shares of their 
inheritance only upon marrying straight white 
Christians. In a video interview with the News, 
Cunningham said, “I’m supporting what my 
beliefs are.” When asked if he had ever used the 
“N-word,” he gazed pen¬ 
sively into the air and 
waited nine seconds 
before answering no. This 
news broke on the last day 
of early voting in the run¬ 
off, in which Cunningham 
had been heavily favored; 
he ended up losing by 25 
votes. He and other family members deny he is a 
racist; he still practices law in Dallas today. 

Halprin’s appeal to 5CA is replete with other 
examples of Cunningham’s bigotry. Tammy 
McKinney, who grew up with Cunningham 
and knew him well, is quoted as saying he reg¬ 
ularly used language “such as ‘nigger,’ ‘wet¬ 
back,’ ‘spic,’ ‘kike,’ ‘the fuckin’ Jews.’” She said 
Cunningham took pride in the death sentences 
he handed out to the Texas Seven and remem¬ 
bers him saying, “From the wetback to the Jew, 
they knew they were going to die.” 

Amanda Tackett, who worked on Cunning¬ 
ham’s earlier failed run for Dallas County dis¬ 


trict attorney in 2006, also remembers his 
demeaning language. She says Cunningham 
often used the N-word and would place it in 
front of a black person’s name, as he did with 
former Dallas D.A. Craig Watkins, whom he 
referred to as N-word Watkins. 

Halprin’s request for a new trial attracted 
widespread support; over 100 Jewish attorneys 
and community leaders filed a brief in his favor, 
and The Washington Post backed his appeal. 
Current Dallas County D.A. John Creuzot did 
not oppose a retrial. But there were technicali¬ 
ties to consider, rules of procedure. The 5CA 
said that for the appeal to be considered, it had 
to have something new in it; while Halprin’s 
defense attorneys argued that they didn’t know 
about Cunningham’s racism until the 2018 elec¬ 
tion - and thus it was new evidence - the judges 
ruled that since Cunningham had been racist all 
along, it did not constitute new grounds for 
appeal, and in any event wouldn’t matter. For 
the 5CA to order a new trial, the evidence of bias 
would have to be so compelling that it would 
make a normal jury change its verdict; the judg¬ 
es ruled that Halprin’s jury would still have 
found him guilty even if they’d known of 
Cunningham’s bigoted views. 

Now, time is growing short. Halprin’s law¬ 
yers will surely ask the U.S. Supreme Court to 
review his case and order a new trial, but 
SCOTUS hasn’t replied to questions about 
their plans. If they don’t hear the case, the 
appeal has nonetheless offered a picture of the 
judiciary rarely seen, though often suspected. 
In that regard, the 5CA felt compelled to draw 
a distinction between Cunningham’s views 
and its own. The statement of principle came 
in a footnote: “Cunningham’s racism and big¬ 
otry are horrible and completely inappropriate 
for a judge.” - Brant Bingamon 




Feds Sue Owners, Investors of Lakeway Hospital 


On Sept. 25, the U.S. Department of Justice filed suit 
against the Lakeway Regional Medical Center and several 
of its founding investor/administrators, charging that the 
group defrauded the U.S. Dept, of Housing and Urban 
Development in a mortgage loan transaction that eventually 
cost HUD $172 million. The lawsuit follows a DOJ June set¬ 
tlement with a group of seven investors less central to the 
transaction, for which the seven “agreed to pay the U.S. $1.1 
million to resolve allegations that they violated the False 
Claims Act by improperly helping to obtain a loan insured by 
the Federal Housing Administration (FHA) and receiving 
impermissible distributions of [LRMC] project funds.” 

That settlement left open the possibility of further DOJ 
action, and in their federal court filing against LRMC and oth¬ 
ers, the DOJ attorneys request a jury trial against the former 
hospital and others not included in the June settlement: 
Surgical Development Partners LLC, SDP of Austin 
Enterprises LLC, G. Edward Alexander, Frank Sossi, and 
John Prater. The complaint provides a list of alleged fraudu¬ 
lent actions by the hospital’s founders - claiming they “made 
and conspired to make numerous false statements and mate¬ 


rial omissions during the application process in order to over¬ 
state physician support for the hospital and understate other 
key credit risks, thereby obtaining FHA insurance under false 
pretenses.” 

To close the loan, HUD required both $38 million in equity 
as a down payment and evidence of local physician engage¬ 
ment - lacking either, says the complaint, the defendants 
“conspired to cover the shortfall with a number of kiting and 
kickback schemes.” According to the DOJ, they failed to 
return canceled investments, improperly borrowed funds to 
cover the shortfall, and “agreed to pay kickbacks to certain 
insider investors.” The fraud continued after closing on the 
mortgage, according to the complaint, and the hospital was 
effectively insolvent before it opened. “LRMC was built at sig¬ 
nificant cost but was a failure from the start,” says the com¬ 
plaint. “It never operated profitably, defaulting within three 
months of HUD’s Final Endorsement. Ultimately HUD paid 
claims for $172 million in connection with the LRMC loan.” 

That 2012 FHA/HUD loan was for $164 million, granted via 
a program encouraging hospital development in underserved 
areas. Despite this purported need for hospital care in one of 


Texas’ wealthiest communities, admissions were lower than 
expected. In 2013, LRMC and its investors defaulted on the 
HUD loan, and the agency auctioned its interest to real 
estate investment trust MedEquities Realty Trust Inc. for 
$50 million. MedEquities leased the real estate back to 
LRMC as a tenant, but in 2016, LRMC sold its interests to 
Baylor Scott & White for $72 million. 

Although the companies involved operated in Texas, the 
three named principals - Alexander, Prater, and Sossi - were 
out-of-state investors who also acted as LRMC administra¬ 
tors. As described in the complaint, all could be liable (under 
the Fraud Claims Act) for civil penalties for each fraudulent 
action, “plus 3 times the amount of damages which the 
Government sustains because of the act of that person,” with 
additional potential penalties. 

In short, according to six summary counts of violations, the 
defendants “violated the Regulatory Agreement [with HUD], 
Federal Law, and Federal Regulations,” and the DOJ asks for 
a jury trial and multiple penalties and damages. In a DOJ 
press release, U.S. Attorney John Bash said, “We will do 
what it takes to ensure that the American people are not left 
footing the bill when borrowers fail to comply with FHA pro¬ 
gram requirements intended to protect the public.”

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E very seat in the house is taken at 
Tamale House East on a steamy 
Saturday morning, almost all by 
women of color. Some are there to quietly 
translate for their monolingual tablemates 
(both English and Spanish) the proud 
claims to power from the nationally known 
activists onstage, the calls to action from 
the women in the crowd, and the promises 
from Julian Castro, the man who would be 
president. Others are there to represent: 
local advocates and activists from Workers 
Defense Project, Austin Justice Coalition, 
Planned Parenthood, and elsewhere. The 
women who own Tamale House are there 
too, making their own statement on an East 
Sixth Street that has changed so much 
around them, with white hipsters all about. 
There are enough tacos for everybody. 

All have been convened here by Superma¬ 
jority, which has brought its star power and 
its giant orange-and-pink bus to the 
Eastside on a national kickoff tour to bring 
women - especially these women - to the 
center of the political stage. The advocacy 
group’s rollout is designed to highlight its 
five “Majority Rules” as the planks of an 
accountability agenda: 1) Our lives are safe, 
2) our bodies are respected, 3) our work is 
valued, 4) our families are supported, and 5) 
our government represents us. 

These are bound together by “the Super 
Rule”: “The lives and experiences of women 
- particularly women of color - are front and 
center in addressing all of our nation’s chal¬ 
lenges. Prom climate change to immigration 
to criminal justice reform, the people most 
impacted must be at the forefront of the solu¬ 
tions.” While Supermajority is a long-term 
effort, this organizing and educational push, 
building on the 2018 momentum that sent 
the first two Latinas from Texas to Congress, 
has a pretty good head of steam right now. If 
you’re running for office - especially if you’re 
running for president - you should try to be 
on the bus rather than under it. 

“Our expectation is that women are going 
to decide this election,” says Supermajority 
co-founder Cecile Richards, hometown hero 
and former president of Planned Parenthood 
and the Planned Parenthood Action Fund. 
“And if you want them to support you ... if 
you want to govern, you need to understand 
what’s on the minds of women.” 

Julian Castro sits quietly, somewhat duti¬ 
fully, on the stage - not like he doesn’t want 
to be here, but like he knows how to act in a 
room full of women who have much in com¬ 
mon with the strong single mother and 
grandmother who raised him and his broth¬ 
er, Joaquin (the congressman, the one now 
sporting a beard), an essential biographical 
element of all his campaign narratives, 
from daily fundraising appeals to the 
national debate stage to this platica here at 
Tamale House. This day will take him from 


Austin to San Antonio - to see his mother 
Rosie Castro, herself a Democratic organiz¬ 
ing legend, we are assured - and back again 
before nightfall. He’ll be under the hot 
lights at the Texas Tribune Festival later, 
but he’s under equally close scrutiny now 
from these women, many of whom would 
very much like to put their trust in him. 


PEOPLE CAN DO MORE THAN ONE THING 

The Supermajority events have a fairly 
tight, scripted format, as befits a media 
tour. Another will be held later in the after¬ 
noon, while Castro’s onstage at the 
Paramount, with Beto O’Rourke, who is at 
this moment just getting off that same 
stage. Later in the week, in 
Nevada, they will connect 
with Elizabeth Warren and 
Kamala Harris. For the 
moment, though, despite 
the step and repeat behind 
them and the camera 
live-streaming the proceedings from the 
Tamale House kitchen and the big bus 
parked out front, they’ve achieved a 
relaxed and neighborly vibe in this room, 
where Castro has surprisingly never been 
but Richards is a fixture when she’s in 
town. She says her late and sainted mother 
would be, too, and suggests that the chilaq- 
uiles are better than in San Antonio, at 
which the former Alamo City mayor natu¬ 


rally bristles. A skirmish in the Taco Wars 
is quickly averted. 

Castro knows what to expect in terms of 
questioning. As women stand and deliver 
their stories and queries, each tied to one of 
the five Majority Rules, he gets to hit on his 
key campaign trail points, ranging from 
reproductive rights to education (including 


the universal pre-K he made his signature 
issue as mayor) to workers’ rights (starting 
with a $15 minimum wage) to immigration. 
“What we’ve seen in the last two years is a 
record of tremendous cruelty, and I have no 
doubt that undocumented women have 
borne the brunt of that pain,” he says as he 
promises to put all immigrants, regardless 
of status - not just Dreamers 
and their families - on a 
pathway to citizenship. 

Here on the New Eastside, 
Castro also talks housing, 
his portfolio in the Obama 
cabinet, and gentrification. 
“We need to invest in housing that is afford¬ 
able to the poor, the working poor, and the 
middle class,” he says, touting his plan to 
create 3 million new affordable units (is that 
all?) over 10 years. “In a city like Austin, 
you’ve seen so many people driven out of 
this city over 20 years. It’s had a profound 
effect on people of color.” Castro’s housing 
strategies, including a refundable tax credit 
for renters and an offer of housing choice 


vouchers (the former Section 8) to everyone 
up to 50% of median family income, would 
certainly create a lot of subsidized demand 
for new affordable housing, which may - 
even in, let’s call it, an uncertain regulatory 
environment like Austin - do enough to 
achieve and exceed his modest supply goals. 

Much of Castro’s issues talk is, frankly, 
not really holding the attention of the room. 
This has been somewhat true of his entire 
presidential campaign, as his unshakable 
air of studious wonkishness and faint wari¬ 
ness - the caution that has frustrated Texas 
Dems who would like more impassioned 
leadership and ambition from the Castro 
brothers - has allowed him to garner a core 
of devoted fans but not a lot of interest from 
average voters. When he has gotten atten¬ 
tion by going assertively after his oppo¬ 
nents on the debate stage - first Beto 
O’Rourke, then Joe Biden - he has suffered 
some blowback for looking like a Mean Kid, 
partly because such moments do come off 
to many as forced and out of character. 

Castro’s presidential campaign is strug¬ 
gling by any measure; he’s in danger of 
missing the November debate stage, and 
money is tight, although his campaign tout¬ 
ed the quarter with joy and pride on Monday 
as its best fundraising quarter ever. (The 
quarter ended Monday, Sept. 30; results 
from candidates at all levels are slowly 
being announced.) Iowa and New 
Hampshire, and then Texas, are still months 
away; the contest here officially kicks off 
Feb. 18 with the start of early voting, which 
is actually before the contests in Nevada 
(where Castro is making a big stand) and 
South Carolina. Then comes Super Tuesday. 

Right now, everything seems further 
away than it already did, as the inevitable 
collapse of the Trump regime into an 
impeachment mud pit sucks all the oxygen 
out of the room. “We can walk and chew 
gum at the same time,” Castro says. “All of 
us who are running for president are out 
there every single day across America artic¬ 
ulating our own visions - how do we put 
more people to work and deliver improved 
health care and better education and hous¬ 
ing? We can do all that and still hold this 
president accountable. People can do more 
than one thing.” 

Like O’Rourke, Castro obviously thinks 
he’s got a Texas advantage. “There’s a tre¬ 
mendous amount of energy in Texas 
because it’s going to be a swing state in 
2020,” he tells us at TribFest later in the day. 
“All of the polling in Texas right now shows 
several Democrats, including me, being 
very competitive with Donald Trump in 
Texas, and if we win Texas and these 38 
electoral votes, it’s game over. And I’m con¬ 
vinced that if I’m the nominee, I’m going to 
be able to come here and beat Donald

Trump in 2020, as well as get the 29 electoral 
votes of Florida and the 11 of Arizona,” the 
two other Latino-heavy swing states in play. 

Unlike O’Rourke, though, Castro doesn’t 
have, as of yet, a plausible path to victory in 
the Texas primary He’s never run statewide 
here before, let alone just last year as Beto 
did, and his poll numbers here aren’t much 
better than his scant national showing. His 
Tamale House visit may be the last time the 
women convened by Supermajority see him 
as a presidential candidate. But that doesn’t 
really matter all that much. Here, he is a son 
and brother to them, a champion for them 
and the values and issues and policies that 
matter to them, and for these women and 
the Latinas of Texas they represent, this 
may be the first time that’s ever happened. 

“VERY WHOLESOME FOR OUR NATION” 

To turn Texas blue, a goal everyone from 
Nancy Pelosi on down threw their weight 
behind this past weekend, is really, in the 
long run, to turn it black and brown, as well 
as female. Whether she knew it or not, 
that’s what Madam Speaker conveyed when 
she told her crowd at the Paramount at 
TribFest’s closing keynote that “Texas is our 
hope for the future. I’m not just talking 
about Democrats, I’m talking about the 
country and the world. When Texas goes 
blue and people have to pay attention to 
everything that happens here - the views of 
all the people here - that’s going to be very, 
very wholesome for our nation.” 

In the completely gerrymandered and vot¬ 
er-suppressed environment in which we live 
(a point Pelosi stressed repeatedly) and with 
our president going apeshit several times a 
day and covering down-ballot Republicans 
with debris, the most tempting Texas targets 
right now are in the suburbs, where the Red 
Team has suddenly become radioactive. 
Certainly, Trumpism is wearing mighty thin 
on college-educated white women in those 
communities, who already vote often; coax¬ 
ing them to break blue is a quicker maneu¬ 
ver to execute than the kind of ground-up 
organization of younger women and women 
of color, who often haven’t voted as much, for 
which Supermajority is trying to make space. 

This divergence of paths to victory is, in 
their public-facing positioning, not much of 
a problem (or perhaps a good problem to 
have) for all the women, regardless of color 
or connections to the party establishment, 
campaigning to make 2020 a landmark year 
for Democratic sisterhood. But it does mean 
making real choices about who to back in 
which races and what kinds of campaigns to 
run, and it’s generally surmised that the 
path to an increased Democratic majority 
under Pelosi - and to control of the Texas 
House - tacks more to the center, toward 
the white moms in the suburbs, than to the 



woke progressive left, which is where most 
of the Supermajority sisters are and, increas¬ 
ingly, where Castro and O’Rourke are. 

Cheri Bustos, the downstate Illinois rep 
who chairs the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee and whose own dis¬ 
trict was carried by Trump in 2016, was also 
at TribFest with her GOP counterpart, Tom 
Emmer of Minnesota, in a panel that quick¬ 
ly devolved into a noisy talking-point spat 
over impeachment, shedding more heat 
than light. The fact that there are any DCCC 
staffers and moves being made in Texas at 


this point is still a bit startling, but Bustos’ 
team is already ruffling feathers on the left. 

In TX-10, Austin’s Michael McCaul has 
enough seniority, power within Congress as 
a national security expert, and personal 
money (he married into the iHeartMedia - 
formerly Clear Channel Communications - 
fortune) to continue to ride out the blue 
wave, unlike the more fragile incumbents 
who’ve abandoned their seats in the 
“Texodus” of GOP congressmen, now num¬ 
bering six for this cycle after six others 
bailed in 2018. Former Austin Assistant City 
Attorney Mike Siegel, the Bernie-adjacent 
2018 Democratic nominee who came within 
four points of victory, is nonetheless not-so- 
subtly being overlooked by the DCCC as he 
now aims to survive a three-way primary. 
And Jessica Cisneros, the young, energetic, 
progressive attorney running in the primary 
against the left’s least favorite Texas 


Democrat Henry Cuellar in the Laredo- 
based TX-28, has absolutely no hope of sup¬ 
port from the powerful D.C. women atop the 
DCCC power structure. “Of course. That’s 
the easiest question you could ask me,” 
Pelosi told Texas Tribune CEO Evan Smith 
when he asked if Cuellar had her backing, as 
the congressman watched from the fifth row. 

But there are more comfortable seats 
where the two Democratic agendas can be 
brought into harmony. Sri Preston Kul- 
karni, the Houston-raised son of an Indian 
father and Anglo mother, is running in 


TX-22, the “NASA district” once held by 
Tom DeLay. As he pointed out at TribFest, 
his five-point loss in 2018 - close enough to 
scare incumbent Pete Olson out of a 
rematch, thus beginning the “Texodus” - 
was made possible by organizing within the 
vast number of immigrant communities in 
one of the most diverse districts in the 
nation, many of whose members had never 
been asked to take part in the political pro¬ 
cess before by either party. 

Kulkarni was on a panel with three women 
- Wendy Davis, Gina Ortiz Jones, and Kim 
Olson (no relation to Pete) - who are also 
running with a vengeance to flip marginal 
Republican congressional seats in the sub¬ 
urbs. (In Ortiz Jones’ case, the district 
includes suburbs of both San Antonio and El 
Paso, with about eight hours’ worth of West 
Texas in between.) He acknowledged that 
the Big Blue Energy on the stage and in the 


room and throughout the state is largely 
female. “I’m honored to be here onstage with 
these women,” he told the crowd. 

Ortiz Jones then took care to draw the 
line directly back to Davis’ phenomenal fili¬ 
buster to defend reproductive rights, which 
inspired so many women on the Texas left, 
and her subsequent doomed-but-not-fruit- 
less race for governor in 2014 as laying the 
groundwork for Ortiz Jones’ own race. “I am 
humbled,” she said to Davis as she recount¬ 
ed the gains made by Democratic organizers 
ever since - Battleground Texas, Jolt, the 
Texas Organizing Project, and many more - 
who tapped into the energy first unleashed 
by Davis, then made furious by Trump’s 
victory, then powering 2018’s gains both 
within and without O’Rourke’s Senate cam¬ 
paign. “We’re building on the progress we’ve 
already made, which we need to, because 
the one out of 10 kids in the U.S. who call 
Texas home deserve the best.” 

For Castro and O’Rourke, for the con¬ 
gressional aspirants, for the Dems who 
flipped 12 seats in the Texas House in 2018 
(and need to hold them), and for the candi¬ 
dates seeking to flip nine more to take con¬ 
trol of the chamber, the road to victory runs 
through the crowd at Tamale House, says 
Richards. “Look at the room today,” she 
tells us. “These are the women who are at 
the forefront of organizing everything, from 
economic justice to reproductive justice 
and beyond. The exciting thing is, when 
you put these women in one place together, 
you see how women - and particularly 
women of color - hold the keys to changing 
what has been, honestly, a completely 
unrepresentative government in Texas for a 
long, long time. These women are ready to 
make that look very different in 2020.” ■

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We Have Net the Enemy... 

Artist John Mulvany’s “Secure the Perimeter” asks, 
“What if the outside force is an inside job?”

In “Secure the Perimeter,” now on view at 
grayDUCK Gallery, John Mulvany asks us 
to consider the unnerving possibility that 
the enemy is already within the walls. The 
Irish-born, Austin-based artist seems to be 
paying his respects to the metaphorical 
death of a bygone era in this country, as well 
as the city’s Eastside - his home of 15 years 
and where his current solo show is taking 
place. Based on photographs he took around 
East Austin with an old Polaroid, Mulvany’s 
latest paintings and drawings speak to the 
neighborhood’s specific story, even as that 
story shifts: cotton candy crape myrtles, 
botanical backyards, and kids being kids. 
But bright pink petals smear across the 
canvas in Bloom and overpower a board- 
ed-up house: Is it abandoned, you wonder, 
or is the owner simply holding out? 

Themes of death and decay accompany 
beauty and bloom throughout the show, 
much of it through the up-close, curious lens 
of childhood: insects and tiny creatures 
decomposing on the ground, a dead grackle 


sleeping peacefully in autumn leaves, and a 
baby bird cracked open from its shell on the 
sidewalk - an oddly intimate encounter with 
nature’s utter indifference. 

Earlier this year, Mulvany’s own mother 
passed away, halfway through the show’s pro¬ 
duction. “Put six adult siblings in their rural 
childhood home, and you’ve got the worst 
sitcom pitch in the world,” he tells me with a 
light laugh when describing his Irish Catholic 
family all coming together this past spring. 
The artist spent two months in the place he’d 
grown up, tending to his parents - the longest 
he’d been back in 20 years. His time at home 
was filled with the heaviness of loss, he 
explains, but also the heavy soulfulness of 
Ireland, which added a new layer of meaning 
to this series which hadn’t existed before. 

But even in his grief, he’s managed to 
bring a good deal of (dark) humor into the 
work. A biodiverse cluster of 17 smaller 
pieces in the back of the gallery - about half 


the show’s work - includes a compilation of 
questions in subtle typeface, appearing qui¬ 
etly in each painting’s margins: Do you 
speak slowly? Do you “circulate around” at 
social gatherings? Are you openly apprecia¬ 
tive of beautiful things? They’re questions 
which make you question yourself. (A quick 
fact check reveals that they’re from a 
Scientology “personality test” pamphlet.) 

Elsewhere, a useless television set - decid¬ 
edly not a flat-screen - waits on the curb in 
anticipation of bulk item collection, along 
with an ugly pile of atavistic videotapes. 
Videotapes make several appearances, as if 
the VCR is a cultural metaphor for what no 
longer works in our society. Portraits of 
youth offset these old, worthless relics - 
even though the kids at play seem kinda 
menacing. In Dark Matter, a small child 
dressed up as an astronaut comes across as 
more ominous than innocent, his head 
replaced by a black space 
helmet staring blankly at 
the camera. Later in the 
show, the painting Lost 
Contact reveals this same 
spacesuit, discarded on a 
lawn, its small owner pos¬ 
sibly abducted by aliens. 

Or, no - illegal aliens! 

Hmm ... maybe just 
Eastside gentrifiers from 
New York or L.A. 

Many of the paintings 
in “Secure the Perimeter” 
contain little cometlike 
flares traveling through 
air: celestial particles of 
light invading the neigh¬ 
borhood, some moving 
more rapidly than oth¬ 
ers. Do these strange 
entities come in peace? 

Mulvany explains that 
his old Polaroid film left 
distorted sunspots on the 
original images, and 
what started off as a visu¬ 
al issue became symbolic: “Sometimes we 
don’t notice small changes - until it turns 
into something big.” 

This is where he makes the leap from 
local to national, from his neighborhood’s 
life cycle to our country’s last election 
cycle. The First Days, a painting inspired 
by the 2016 election, features a man’s fin¬ 
gers carefully prying apart his Venetian 


blinds to peer onto a quiet residential 
street. Other than a blue pickup truck off in 
the distance, it’s unclear what he might be 
checking for, which makes the scene all the 
more uneasy. (It turns out it’s the artist 
himself, looking out at the world the day 
Trump became president.) 

In an era of growing suspicion, tightening 
borders, and taking sides, it’s hard to say 
who comes in peace. Perhaps there’s no bet¬ 
ter person to ask than Floyd, whose epony¬ 
mous portrait hangs in the center of the 
main gallery space. The longtime East 
Austin resident (and Mulvany’s dear neigh¬ 
bor) has lived in the same house since the 
1930s. Born an only child, Floyd’s parents 
both died decades earlier, leaving him with 
no other family, only a neighborhood that 
he’s known for his entire life. But things are 
changing, even for Floyd: He recently sold 
his house and used the money to move into 
an apartment nearby. 
Despite selling his child¬ 
hood home, the plucky 
eightysomething is look¬ 
ing forward to this new 
chapter, which will 
include a microwave and 
air conditioning - luxuries 
he’s managed to make do 
without for all this time. 

It seems appropriately 
meta, an artist making 
art about a rapidly chang¬ 
ing community, and 
showing that art in a 
venue that exists because 
of those changes. All too 
often the gentrifier, or 
stranger, is fleeing a place 
they, too, can no longer 
afford. It seems natural 
to see the enemy as an 
outside force rather than 
an inside job - something 
we’ve created - but what 
if, in building a wall, and 
securing the perimeter, 
we can no longer get out ourselves? As the 
cost of living rises, and the temperature, 
and sea levels, too ... will we all need space- 
suits for where we’re eventually going? ■

Facing Loss 

Alchemy Theatre’s The Waverly Gallery presents the 
human weight of disease and makes its pain tangible 


Back when I performed short theatre 
competitively (aka Oral Interp) at high school 
speech tournaments, there was one unspoken 
rule for snatching first place: no crying. And 
for good reason. Welling up during dramatic 
scenes seems an easy way to tug at a judge’s 
heartstrings. And that’s just it: It’s easy. 
Physically portraying sadness is simple; 
actually inspiring feelings of sadness 
in an audience is a different ballgame 
entirely. It’s this same “show, don’t 
tell” principle that, for me, made 
Alchemy Theatre’s production of Kenneth 
Lonergan’s The Waverly 
Gallery such a visceral 
viewing experience. 

In the intimate Mastro- 
george Theatre, the company’s 
sophomore production tells 
the story of Gladys Green, a 
vivacious gallery owner strick¬ 
en with Alzheimer’s. From the 
perspective of Green’s grandson, Daniel (played 
by newcomer Ruben Caballero), we witness 
Gladys’ painful mental decline and the strain it 
places on her loved ones. 

Despite its overtly tragic premise, The 
Waverly Gallery contains a nuance that unfolds 
on two separate dramatic levels. On one level 


is the act that the family puts on for Gladys’ 
benefit, expressed through strained smiles, 
constant reassurance, and mindless pleas¬ 
antries - the way one talks to a child. On the 
other, the characters communicate in hushed 
tones undetectable to Gladys’ hearing aid. 
Here, they express fear and frustration at 
their situation, often without words (e.g., 
through silent looks shot at one anoth¬ 
er). The dramatic weight of Lonergan’s 
script exists somewhere between 
these two planes, at a superposition 
between emotional strength and fear. 

Anchoring both levels is 
Babs George’s performance 
as Gladys. Not just portraying 
a character who absentmind- 
edly causes pain, George 
also exhibits palpable fear 
during Gladys’ brief moments 
of self-awareness. It’s a dif¬ 
ficult balance to strike, and 
the actor does so with a power and grace that 
forms the show’s backbone. 

Under the direction of Michael Cooper, The 
Waverly Gallery communicates the gravity of 
its tragic situation slowly. As Gladys’ condi¬ 
tion gradually worsens, the fake smiles our 
protagonists wear become harder to manage.

The show’s once purposeful pace begins to 
drag as her illness traps these characters in 
their everyday lives. 

For example, in a scene at an art show 
opening at Gladys’ gallery, Daniel and the 
featured artist, Don (Luke Hill, doing a 
competent bit of character work), exchange 
dutiful pleasantries as Gladys absentmind- 
edly repeats the question, “Do you like the 
pictures, honey?” The juxtaposition of her 
obvious decline with this awkward small talk 
creates a squirm-in-your-seat feeling. The rest 
of Act II is spent desperately trying to retain 
Act I’s normalcy in the face of Gladys’ dis¬ 
ease - and its inability to do so is unsettling, 
like witnessing an overturned beetle trying 
and failing to regain its footing. 


Toward the show’s climax, an audience 
member behind me whispered: “This is the 
most depressing thing.” That reaction is under¬ 
standable, but The Waverly Gallery is more than 
that. Through its heavy atmosphere and select 
performances, Alchemy Theatre presents the 
human weight of disease. I’m not so bold as 
to claim this show is in any way comparable 
to watching Alzheimer’s actually seize a loved 
one, but damned if it doesn’t make that same 
pain partly tangible for its audience. 

While not a perfect show, Alchemy’s pro¬ 
duction of The Waverly Gallery is a strong 
study in the amount of effort needed to cre¬ 
ate a palpable sense of tragedy. It’s not an 
easy feat, but when it’s done competently, 
it’s worth engaging. ■

THE DUTCH HOUSE 

by Ann Patchett 
HarperCollins, 352 pp., $27.99 

The eponymous house of Ann Patchett’s 
eighth novel is the behemoth that holds the 
Conroy family secrets - mysteries so impen¬ 
etrable that even those who live there don’t 
understand them. 

Why did Elna Conroy leave her husband 
Cyril to manage without her? How could she 
abandon Danny and Maeve, her two children? 

Cyril Conroy, a man who grew up in poverty 
in Brooklyn during the Depression, eventually 
makes a living buying and selling New York 
City real estate. One day, he extends his busi¬ 
ness to Pennsylvania and, to the dismay of 
his wife, decides to buy the Dutch House. 

The place is named for the VanHoebeeks, 
the Netherlands-born family who once occu¬ 
pied it. Their ghosts linger in its opulent 
rooms, in the portraits of the VanHoebeeks 
hanging there and their vases and tchotchkes 
still present, too - the place like an Airbnb 
inhabited by the new family and their maids. 
Elna didn’t want maids, but Cyril felt such a 
grand house required it and hired them, an 
act that pushes Elna further toward her enig¬ 
matic decision to leave. 

When Elna leaves, Danny and Maeve are 
not the center of concern for their father, an 
aloof man - perhaps a product of that era 
when fathers were not necessarily “friends” 
to their children. But if Cyril is distant, then 
Andrea, the second woman he brings to 
the Dutch House, is on another planet - as 
removed from the children as she can be, 
except to criticize Maeve’s posture and long 
hair or dote on her own daughters, Norma 
and Bright, as much as the cocktail in her 
hand will allow those superficial attentions. 

Andrea loves the house. Built in 
Philadelphia in the 1920s, it boasts architec¬ 
tural details “more in keeping with Versailles 
than Eastern Pennsylvania”: marble floors, 
tapestry ottomans, oil paintings, and a ball¬ 
room. Their luxury lures her back to the place, 
even when it seems Cyril has grown disillu¬ 
sioned with her. But the lonely Cyril eventually 
does marry the widow 18 years his junior. 

Patchett tells the story through Danny, an 
unreliable narrator who wants to please his 
father and connect with him, who wants to 
understand his mother (who left when he 
was only 3), and who wants Andrea to be the 
mother who goes away. 

Danny is clear in his loyalty to his sister, 
who is the only mother Danny really has. She 
is seven years older than he, and while the 
trifecta of good-natured maids help comprise 
a maternal surrogacy for him, it is Maeve who 
is the constant in his life. They cling to each 
other when they are motherless and even 
more so after Cyril’s death, when Andrea 
turns them both out of the Dutch House. 

We see Danny grow from a callow boy to 
a teen dodging the worst losses that life 



can bring to a husband and father himself. 
Through his eyes, we learn that Maeve’s true 
obsession was her mother, the chasm of 
loss she could never fill. He does not have 
that same devotion and struggles to feel that 
strongly for anyone, except Maeve. 

In one dramatic moment, Elna returns, “an 
assemblage of bones and tennis shoes” who 
has spent decades steeped in poverty to help 
the poor, figuring her children would remain 
happy because they had everything money 
could buy. She’d been oblivious to the fact 
that after Cyril’s death they had nothing and 
had spent those same decades building their 
lives - alone. So what role can Elna play in 
their lives all these years later? Can she be a 
mother? Grandmother? 

This book delights with charismatic and 
intriguing characters and satisfyingly emotion¬ 
al highs and lows. It is the stuff of true family 
drama. As with most of Patchett’s fiction, 
what we learn about is that what makes a 
family - the blending and the bonds - cannot 
be measured by the grandness of a house. 
What makes a family is more profound than 
forgiveness, something we can comprehend 
and appreciate only when we have stepped in 
the shoes of the other person. 

Those empathic turns don’t come easily 
for Danny, who doesn’t always understand 
the roles he fills, even while he judges his 
parents (and Andrea) for their own lacks and 
sins. It is the Dutch House itself that makes 
him confront the past he begrudged, knowing 
that his parents’ playbook need not be his 
own. - Yvette Benavides

“EVERY GROUP of queer friends harbors 
a secret, shared fantasy of living together on a 
sustenance farming compound,” stated a recent 
tweet. It’s true, I’ve long fantasized about some¬ 
thing similar, though I’m not sure my queer- 
compound includes farming, but it does include 
a large, shared kitchen where “family” dinners 
would be had. So when I saw this tweet, shared in queer Facebook group for a gaggle of friends, it 
didn’t surprise me that others - outside my friend group - shared this possibly unattainable, maybe 
naive dream, but it did make me wonder: Why do so many queers crave this? I think it’s about 
family. Growing up as an only kid with just a handful of distant relatives, I wished for big, messy, 
loud Thanksgivings that didn’t resemble every other night at my dinner table. As I grew older, and my 
family began to break apart, my friends became my home base - not only my chosen family, but the 
IRL answer to my big-family dreams. Together, we’ve shared countless holiday meals and held each 
other through countless calamities. A queer “commune,” where my support network is just across 
the street or in the tiny house 50 yards away, seems, to me, to be the queer alternative to suburbia 
or moving nearer to (blood) fam when a baby is born. It’s that desire for nearness, protection, sup¬ 
port that we all crave, but perhaps those of us who see the world differently crave it differently.

Oh, but it is going somewhere; it has gone 
somewhere; it’s gone : This past Saturday was 
the last day for David Culpepper’s exhibition 
at the Co-Lab outpost in Springdale General. 
What did you miss? What just happened - so 
you’ll be prepared for the next time the art¬ 
ist’s arch and meticulous works resurface in 
this town? 


Culpepper’s an art facilitator, day-job-wise. 
When he’s not working on his own creations, he 
assists in setting up shows at the Contemporary 
Austin, Laguna Gloria, and elsewhere - much 
as Sean Gaulager, Co-Lab’s indefatigibale jefe 
and curator, has done for years. Culpepper 
also, as part of his workaday duties, fash¬ 
ions maquettes - rough, three-dimensional 


approximations of an artwork, used to figure 
out positioning and display space in a gallery 
or park before the actual artwork arrives. 
Except, in “That’s Not Going Anywhere,” 
Culpepper has joined those two separate (but 
highly permeable) areas of activity. 

If you know your reviewer at all, you know 
that I tend to enjoy things that are metafic- 
tional or self-referential, as long as those 
things aren’t rendered in such a heavy-handed 
way as to cause involuntary eyeroll. That was 
the case here - a welcome light-handedness 
- with Culpepper’s skeuomorphism of objects, 
often also miniaturized, creating subtle cog¬ 
nitive dissonance across the intimate Co-Lab 
gallery walls. The man reproduced the back- 
stage area, so to speak, of the theatre of pro¬ 
fessional art: the paraphernalia of frames and 
hanging apparatuses, as seen from behind - 
on the backs of paintings and such - whether 
shrunk to dollhouse proportions or reproduced 
life-sized. He used the tropes of the pub¬ 
lic-facing art world to reproduce the materials 
and methods of the behind-the-scenes art 
world, and it was a cleverly presented gambit 
that could make a viewer smile. 

But, see, you wouldn’t have to be aware 
of any of that. (This is where so many 
attempts at gallery-borne art fail or succeed, 

I think: They rely too much on a single level 
of engagement, and that engagement often 
requires some level - sometimes a deep level 


- of prior knowledge in order to be appreci¬ 
ated.) Culpepper’s works are simultaneously 
a delight on the surface, from the get-go, 
and the effect was cumulative in this show’s 
arrangement. If you didn’t “get” the backstage 
conceit, then you wouldn’t quickly recognize 
what the objects are; but if that was the case, 
then the objects’ appearances were new to 
you, and their visual novelty within the familiar 
forms, amplified by the obvious care that went 
into their creation, was its own reward. 

Obvious care? Oh, hells yes: Culpepper’s 
reproduced the rough instruments of gallery 
work, but he’s taken pains to ennoble them, 
drilling special channels to accomodate 
wood-joining screws, making what would have 
been position-indicating chalkmarks on the 
back of a panel, say, and engraving them 
into the material and then painting color into 
those glyphic grooves. Not so much gilding 
a lily, but ... casting a lily in bronze and then 
painting it lifelike? Something like that. And 
even though I’ve not described all that was on 
display, there still should have been more of it, 
I’m wanting to see more of it; and so now, you 
and I can wait for Culpepper to have another 
show in a bigger space - maybe even Co-Lab’s 
imminent bigger space - and in the meantime 
continue to experience other artwork and won¬ 
der, “Oh, what’s the back of that thing look 
like? What tools did its process of displaying 
involve?” - Wayne Alan Brenner

Laguna Atascosa National Wildlife Refuge outside of 
Brownsville conserves an unspoiled coastal habitat overlooking 
the Laguna Madre and Padre Island and is at its best in the fall. 

The landscape varies from open grassland to thick forests of 
small trees, cactus, and bushes. It’s a rugged beauty that only 
untamed wilderness can provide. 

Stray from the well-defined trails and you run the risk of discov¬ 
ering one of the many things that will bite, stick, cut, or sting you. 
The preserve offers an exemplary experience in the wild. 
Established in 1946 as a sanctuary for wintering waterfowl and 
migrating birds, only a small portion of the refuge’s more than 
97,000 acres is accessible to the public. Still, there are several 
miles of trails. One of the most spectacular trails is Lakeside 
Drive, which is open to vehicles, pedestrians, and bicycles and 
ends at the Osprey Overlook. The scenic 15-mile Bayside Drive 
following the coastline will reopen in 2020. 

Birders treasure the preserve as a birding paradise. Aplomado 
falcons circle in the blue sky while roseate spoonbills search for 
dinner in the shallows. White-tailed deer, alligators, and even the 
occasional nilgai antelope that escaped from neighboring ranches 
can be spotted. 

One resident you probably won’t see is the endangered, reclu¬ 
sive, and nocturnal ocelot. Of the estimated 50 cats in the U.S., 
the largest population lives at the U.S. Fish and Wildlife refuge.

Discovering (and creating) Austin's 
best self-guided beer tours

Initially we set off to write the quintessential New York Times -style 36-hour beer crawl 
of Austin, but quickly realized that would be depriving you, local drinkers and beer 
snobs from afar, of essential information on how to properly guzzle through a town that 
is positively horny for craft beer. Instead, we decided that a “choose-your-own beerca- 
tion” would be much more consistent with the culture of Austin’s elite boozebags (not 
us). You, too, can choose one of these beer crawls auditing the town’s thermonuclear 
taproom and beer bar scene. Or hell, buy yourself a two-bedroom American Craftsman 
tent Downtown and choose ’em all. Everyone else is doing it. 


amusing, partly kidney-stone-passing enter¬ 
tainment district Rainey Street to visit its duo 
of beer bars: Craft Pride, which promotes a 
Texas-only beer scene to the tune of 54 taps 
and full cooperation of Via 313’s deliriously 
tasty Detroit-style pizzas out back. Banger’s, 
meanwhile, existing only six broken Lime 
scooters away from Craft Pride, slings 30 vari¬ 
eties of house-made sausages and 202 beers 
on the wall. Someone should make a song 
about that. Anyway, we recommend getting 
one of our local prizefighters like Pinthouse 
Pizza’s Electric Jellyfish or any IPA from 
Southern Heights at either of these spots, 
since those are in brewery crawl deserts. 

Then whisk away to Blue Owl Brewing 
on Austin’s Eastside - they’re fully commit¬ 
ted to kettle sour ales that’ll churn all that 
grub like a digestif - before making way 
into the Brewer’s Table for top-shelf, small- 
batch lagers (Vor Ort is life) that merely 
co-headlines with the best brewery-led food 
program in the entire city. No, galaxy. 


THE “FOOZE CRUISE” CRAWL 

While some of our perfectly researched 
beer routes have nothing more to do with 
each other than getting ripped within a rea¬ 
sonable geographic proximity (more time 
for beer!), this crawl has a very specific 
theme: food tusslin’! 

First up is the Austin Beer Garden Brew¬ 
ing Company, which locals refer to as the 
Belichick Patriots of the Austin beer scene 
(they don’t), having been thrice crowned 
(and currently defending) champs of all 
LARGE brewpubs throughout the land. 
What makes it so special? Their trio of gold- 
medal-winning pilsners (usually) on tap - 
Velvet Revolution, Rocket 100, and Industry 
- and a menu of beer soppin’ pizza pies. 

Just a jaunt down the hill on South Lamar 
is Uncle Billy’s, a beer and barbecue joint 
solidly back on its horse following a QC hia¬ 
tus not long after the ABGB folks left it to go 
start their own hot spot. Next, it’s off to partly 



THE “JUST LANDED” CRAWL 

When it comes to beercationing, the last 
thing you want to do after deboarding is 
de-boozing. That’s why Live Oak Brewing did 
every one of Austin’s 3 trillion weekend bache- 
lor/ette partygoers a solid by moving to a spot 
adjacent to the airport so that you can keep that 
first-class lager buzz going before treating this 
town like a toilet. 

Don’t sleep on Live Oak’s HefeWeizen or any 
of their weekly pilsner varietals. Next, it’s over to 
Hi Sign for an Austin beer staple, Hi-C IPA, 
while the pilots on the 2:20 out of Kansas City 
look upon your refined taste from, like, 12 feet 
above Hi Sign’s beer garden. Next, aim that Uber 
at Independence Brewing, one of Austin’s most 
dialed-in breweries when it comes to knowing 


what locals want: a reason to shit on Oklahoma 
with the aptly named Oklahoma Suks amber. 

A six-minute adventure through the most 
boring part of town will get you over to the St. 
Elmo District, a slightly less ordinary backlot 
of gray warehouses in an ocean of asphalt, but 
which surprisingly hosts two magnificent 
breweries in the widely underrated Skull 
Mechanix Brewing (workmanlike styles in 
one of the more pleasant taprooms in town); 
and creativity overlords St. Elmo Brewing, 
whose endless parade of clever beers is a 
steady rotation of magnificence completed by 
fancy wings from food truck maestros Soursop. 
Finish up the night at rising stars Nomadic 
Beerworks, a brewery with limited taps but 
unlimited potential.

the heart of Austin. 


Make your way to Lazarus, a taco paradise 
that happens to brew a litany of experimental 
bangers, but also the perfect pilsner in 
Prodigal Pils. Then, it’s over to Zilker Brewing 
where one must mainline their entire list of 
IPAs, juicy and regular strength, before mov¬ 
ing onto their inimitable Coffee Milk Stout. 
That’s right, we said inimitable. After licking 
your pint clean, head over to Wright Bros. 
Brew & Brew for a choice off the local tap 
wall and also a handsomely made cortado by 
a probably handsome Austinite. Take this 
newfound caffeinated momentum Downtown 
to Rated Rookies Central District Brewing, 
where you can get in on the ground floor of 
hyping this brewery from the start.

Yes, the “A,A,A” call went from wired McConaughey catchphrase to tired Austin trope, 
but hey, it’s back again as a semi-awkward chantable thanks to Matt McC’s involvement 
as part-owner of Austin’s imminent professional soccer club inexorably named Austin 
FC. They’re even making a big-ass building and have uniforms and everything! And 
part of the reason they plopped this sports hut right in the North is because the area 
serves as the Austin’s truest “brewery row,” bringing only the most rousing, noisiest, 
flatulent fans to a part of town where they can get the drunkest. 

Circle is the most natural entry point right off the Red Line train and probably with 
the only hopes of parking. Hopsquad (opening soon), Austin’s youngest brewery with a 
cerveza bent, is next on the route. Then there’s 4th Tap (OMG strong beers!), Oskar 
Blues (familiar beers for the less adventurous), Celis (with a Belgian as famous as Eden 
Hazard or Van Damme!), and Adelbert’s (barrel-aged boppers) ringing McKalla Place 
like a FIFA-headquarters stakeout. 

But wait! There’s also superpower Austin Beerworks scoring legendary golazos from 
67 different micro-varietals of their already spectacular seasonals and core beers. For a 
late-addition sub, definitely think about bringing recently expanded Fairweather Cider 
Co. off your bench when doing a cursive walk to the east stands. 



THE “HILL COUNTRY” CRAWL 

Sure, this “crawl” is incredibly ambitious and definitely best done with a fleet of free 
rideshare credits, but maybe cruising at 50 mph in the backseat of a Hyundai Sonata 
through a forest of low brush is your fetish. Besides, one can’t truly appreciate the beer 
scene in Austin without taking in its surrounding Hill Country breweries. That’s facts. If 
you’re party for this 45-minute challenge of farmhouses, lake views, and a possible celeb 
sighting (but not that celeb!), then saddle up those Lyfts and head on over to Vista Brewing 
in Driftwood to start the day with traditional European-style beers (saisons! kolsches! 
lambics!) under their legion of live oaks. 

Afterward, head north toward sour savants Jester King, who continue to stand pat on the 
title of Austin’s Most Famous Brewery, and deservedly so, as they continue to milk every 
fruit imaginable in a way that makes beer idiots across the land get FOMO anxiety about 
JK’s wild fermented ales. Do a pivot to see the dudes over at Last Stand Brewing, who 
have quietly made some of the best SMaSH (Single Malt and Single Hop) IPAs in Texas 
over the past few years and host a charming taproom/biergarten with similarly rad neigh¬ 
bors (Revolution Spirits and Argus Cidery). 

After that mini block party, it’s over to Family Business Beer Company, who boasts as 
owner the undisputed second-best celebrity in Austin and person with the most locally 
Googled name for people over 30, Jensen Ackles. Then, if you’re up for a scenic drive to dinner 
and a well-crafted, low-ABV session ale overlooking a bunch of rich asses on Lake Travis, get 
to Oasis Texas Brewing Company, which has utterly perfect views of people with bodies you 
would undoubtedly have ... if only you’d quit drinking so much beer. Safe travels. ■

UT students are breaking into competitive e-sports 
through Longhorn Gaming

There’s a hue of gray in the world of dig¬ 
ital connection-based athletics when it 
comes to internet failure. It’s like a storm 
hitting a football game, and just as hard on 
the players. So when a power outage hit 
West Campus in April during the qualifiers 
for the 2019 College League of Legends 
Championship Finals, it sent UT-Austin’s 
Longhorn Gaming team into unexpectedly 
treacherous waters and a premature stop¬ 
page of play. After they were forced to for¬ 
feit, the UT-based reigning champions of 
the Southern Conference eventually lost to 
the University of Waterloo and powerhouse 
Columbia College, and dreams of an all- 
expenses-paid trip to Los Angeles for the 
eight-team finals were dashed. 

David Willis, then playing for Longhorn 
Gaming under the gamer tag “xRequiem,” 
said he was initially devastated but has since 
come to grips with the situation. “We had our 
spotlight, we had the acknowledgment of the 
teams and the people watching collegiate. 
People knew how good we were,” the 22-year- 
old UT graduate said. “I feel blessed and lucky 
to have had all of the opportunities and team¬ 
mates and support that I had, so it doesn’t hit 
me as hard as it might another player.” 

The power outage fiasco was a disappointing 
result for a student-operated e-sports (the term 
for competitive video gaming) collective that 
has earned $56,000 in scholarship prizes during 


the past school year. It was a setback, but opti¬ 
mism now permeates an organization that’s 
continually punched above its weight in spite 
of little formal university support. Austin 
Espinoza, an Asian studies senior and current 
Longhorn Gaming president, said he was cap¬ 
tivated by the glory days of e-sports at UT, back 
when it was part of the Texas eSports 
Association (now called Tespa and partnered 
with Blizzard Entertainment). Now, he helps 
spearhead its spiritual spin-off during its 2019 
revitalization, and he and his directors have 
coined the term “LG 2.0” to mark the start of a 
new era. Students can now pay $20 for a year’s 
membership, a T-shirt, and access to LAN par¬ 
ties (where a large number of people play video 
games on the same local internet connection 
simultaneously). Though LAN parties are 
somewhat of a past tradition in the gaming 
world, the organization stays connected to its 
Tespa roots and helps build community by 
hosting them. The first LAN event under LG 
2.0, held on May 4, drew 132 people, and the 
first event of the 2019-20 session is tentatively 
scheduled for late October with a Halloween 
theme. However, Espinoza said the plan is to 
expand into other exclusive events for mem¬ 
bers. He said, “I’m trying to lead the next gen¬ 
eration of Longhorn Gaming into a prosperous 
year where we actually have more social gath¬ 
erings, more collaboration between our play¬ 
ers, and more recognition toward our teams.”

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The organization’s momentum continues 
to increase, as the hardworking Espinoza 
met over 100 potential members on the 
Forty Acres this past summer. A Sept. 5 
interest meeting packed the James J. and 
Miriam B. Mulva Auditorium inside UT’s 
Engineering Education and Research 
Center, and Longhorn Gaming competitive 
director/League of Legends team manager 
Ahir “CrusherCake” Chatterjee said around 
330 people signed into the event. Chatterjee, 
a cheery, 19-year-old computer science 
sophomore, said he hopes the interest meet¬ 
ing marks the start of a foundational year. “I 
know that in preceding years - before we 
kind of did this LG rebranding, LG 2.0 - 
Longhorn Gaming was just about these 
LANs, and on the side we had these compet¬ 
itive teams,” he explained. “Which is great, 
but we’re really trying to reach out to a 
broader audience this year.” 

LG President Espinoza said he views the 
organization as being home to both the 
casual gamer and aspiring competitors on 
campus. While students do not have to play 
competitively to join, he admits to leaning a 
little toward the club’s very successful 
e-sports squads. “I am coming from the 
competitive side more, but I do have a little 
of a bias in wanting our competitive scene 
to thrive and [for] them to be well-known 
and respected for how much work they put 
in, especially the teams that are winning 
thousands of dollars in scholarship money.” 

There’s plenty of data out there proving 
that computerized athletics carry at least a 
smidge of legitimacy. In February, gaming 
analytics firm Newzoo estimated that 
e-sports generated $865 million globally in 
2018, and that figure is projected to surpass 
$1.1 billion in 2019. While the NCAA is not 
yet involved in college e-sports (its board of 


governors tabled a motion on the issue in 
May) many schools - including some in 
Texas - continue to hitch themselves to the 
e-sports wagon, including offering scholar¬ 
ships to players, coaches, and even com¬ 
mentary teams (see “A Timeline of Texas 
State College E-Sports”). 

While Longhorn Gaming is an indepen¬ 
dent organization, it will receive some sup¬ 
port from UT’s College of Fine Arts for the 
2019-20 school year at the request of Dean 
Doug Dempster, as well as assistance from 
Brittney Outlaw, a faculty adviser from the 
Cockrell School of Engineering. According 
to Michael Baker, interim department chair 
for UT’s Department of Arts & 
Entertainment Technologies (AET) and 
Longhorn Gaming faculty sponsor, the 
main goal is simply to support students. As 
a self-proclaimed lifelong gamer, Baker said 
the newly established relationship feels like 
the right thing to do due to the normaliza¬ 
tion of video gaming culture among young¬ 
er generations and the heightened respect 
now given to e-sports. “We’re teaching game 
design and other programs here in the 
department, and it only makes sense that 
we’re supporting the cultures that surround 
the students who take our courses and 
other courses,” Baker said. “Seeing support 
from academic units at UT for gaming cul¬ 
ture, gaming clubs, and e-sports is just a 
really fantastic thing.” 

Chatterjee believes LG’s most successful 
team, its CLOL team, can reach 
stratospheric heights if the organization 
continues to get backing from UT. “We were 
already top 16 last year, and even though 
some of our talent graduated, I absolutely 
believe that if we had official university 
backing, we would be consistently making 
finals every year.” ■

This sobering Canadian eco-documentary 
hypothesizes that the world has entered 
a new era in the geological time scale: the 
Anthropocene epoch. It’s the age in which 
human activity, for the first time, has sur¬ 
passed all natural processes combined to 
become the source of change in the Earth’s 
biosphere, atmosphere, geosphere, and other 
environmental systems. Unlike other doc¬ 
umentaries that imperatively finger-wag 
and sometimes alienate the audience 
in their well-intentioned pitch to save 
the planet, the conversation in this 
film is more understated. 

It has a measured, PBS 
quality about it as it 
objectively presents com¬ 
pelling examples of the 
ways we are profoundly 
changing Mother Earth, 
giving the viewer the room 
to formulate judgments independent of 
any polemical preaching. These human- 
induced tipping points include extinction (the 
extermination of animal species resulting 
from human activity); terraforming (altering 
the shape of land for human benefit); and 


extraction (removing natural resources from 
the earth for human need), among other 
things. Not surprisingly, the hot-button issue 
of the day - climate change - completes the 
deliberative, well-researched presentation 
of evidence of the new epoch. (The movie 
footage was shot over a period of four years.) 
Be forewarned: Anthropocene is often an 
overwhelming experience. The human 
accountability on display can be tough 
to swallow. 

Actress Alicia Vikander’s cool 
narration offers one enlightening 

statistic after the other 
(for example, the current 
rate of extinction is up 
to 10,000% greater 
than the natural rate) 
as the film circles the 
globe to make its case. 

It begins in a muddy 
field in Kenya’s Nairobi National Park, where 
stockpiled tusks of dead African elephants 
are carefully arranged to form 11 makeshift 
shrines to a decimated species. From there, 
it takes you to the Siberian town of Norilsk, 
a factory town smothered in metallurgical

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pollution, then to an earth-gouged marble 
strip mine in Carrara, Italy, before traveling 
to Chile’s Atacama Desert, transformed 
by reservoirs of lithium-rich brine water 
extracted from beneath the arid surface. 
Other stops include a deforested hillside 
in British Columbia, a mind-boggling landfill 
of mountainous trash in Kenya, a flooded 
Venice drenched by a freakish storm, and an 
excavated landscape in Immerath, Germany, 
a town literally being wiped off the map as 
a result of aggressive open-pit coal mining. 
The film’s stunning visuals of these and 
other impacted places, particularly the aerial 
shots, capture an abstract imagery that is at 
once beautiful and horrifying. 

All hope is not lost, however, by the end 
of the film. It returns full circle to explain the 
movie’s opening close-ups of furious flames 
engulfing unidentifiable objects, document¬ 
ing a heavyhearted symbolic ceremony held 
at the Nairobi animal reserve in the first 
scene. There, a speaker denounces the evil 
commodity of poached ivory and implores 
other nations to join its ivory ban to ensure 
the survival of the African elephant. As a 
Kenyan official sagely observes during this 
end segment, the recognition of the thing 
to be changed is the beginning of change. 
Anthropocene is a clarion call sounding an 
urgent message. If only the world would open 
its ears and listen.

Beauty is only skin deep, the saying goes, 
but mundanity goes to the bone. Mabel 
(' Teeth’s Weixler) is an actress slumming in a 
B-movie. Weixler is, by any conventional mea¬ 
sure, beautiful. Blond, striking in a charming 
way, an elegant bone structure - the abso¬ 
lute opposite of her leading man, Rosenthal 
(Pearson). Pearson has neurofibromatosis 
type I, a condition that can affect skin pig¬ 
mentation and, as in Pearson’s case, lead 
to the growth of large, benign tumors. You’ll 
recognize Pearson as the man with the large 
growths on his face who gets seduced and 
consumed by Scarlett Johansson’s alien in 
Under the Skin. 

That you know Weixler and Pearson as 
Weixler and Pearson is part of the layered 
meta narrative of Chained for Life. The title 
itself is a reference to a 1952 exploitation 
flick starring Daisy and Violet Hilton, famous 
conjoined twins, which indulged in the 
grossest hypocritical prurience (how do they 
do it? the script constantly whispers). The 
film within Chained for Life is your standard 
post-Flunchback of Notre Dame narrative 
about the heroine rescued by society’s reject, 
the gold-hearted monster, blah blah blah. 

But Mabel and Rosenthal are just two job¬ 
bing actors, getting along in that “temporary 
friends” fashion that defines a movie. 

Altman-esque in its disjointed narrative 
but clear as day in its complexity of vision, 
Schimberg’s film works best in its individual 
scenes, and scenes within scenes: a campfire 
discussion about cosmetic and reconstruc¬ 
tive surgery; the director forcing Rosenthal 
to do take after take after take of one shot; 


actors and makeup artists engaging in absurd 
self-flagellation over the slightest peach fuzz 
turning them into a bearded lady; how all 
the cast members with any kind of disability 
are forced to stay in the hospital overnight 
because ... well, something about the hotel 
and ADA compliance. That’s a deliberate struc¬ 
tural decision, as the script (by Schimberg) 
is constantly tricky, constantly writing and 
rewriting itself, turning scenes into films within 
the film within the film. That makes it hard 
to know whether anything is “real,” per se, or 
whether this is just another tableau making 
another point about society and beauty, or cin¬ 
ema’s use of disabilities and imperfections to 
signify weakness or evil or inhumanity. 

But Schimberg isn’t simply engaging in 
didactic lecturing. There are no real card¬ 
board villains (beyond societal pressures 
about what is normal and the occasional 
moment of condescension by well-meaning 
cast and crew, blindly stockpiling an arse¬ 
nal of micro-aggressions). Instead, it’s an 
exercise in immersion. Take the sequence 
of Rosenthal and that one shot. It’s five 
minutes of a close-up as he walks in and 
out of shadow. It’s the prolonged look at 
an extreme iteration of a human face. It’s a 
moment for the audience’s inherent curiosity 
to be sated, to look at every bump and lump, 
the scars, how his eyebrows grow, his ears 
droop. And once that curiosity is sated, the 
camera stays there, and the audience sim¬ 
ply watches Pearson’s performance. It’s not 
about ignoring his face: It’s about seeing him 
in his entirety. 

If the point of Tod Browning’s Freaks was 
that it’s what’s inside that makes someone a 
monster, Chained for Life finds that everyone 
is awkward, everyone sees their own flaws, 
and everybody is just somebody.

A first love can mean different things to 
many people. It could be a boy who went to 
school with you when you were young, who 
played Prince Charming to rescue you from 
your cruel life at home. Or it could be a sport 
you’ve been training for your entire life, only 
to feel burned out just when you start getting 
pegged for major success. In the case of prolif¬ 
ic auteur Takashi Miike’s blood-splattered First 
Love, it’s both of those things, and much more. 

First Love opens hard with Leo (Kubota), 
a boxer who is down and out about his craft 
and falls into a deeper stupor when a doctor 
tells him a deadly tumor has lodged itself in 
his brain. On the other side, there’s Monica 
(Konishi), a sex worker who has been forced 
into the trade to pay off her father’s debts. 
She gets high to block visions of her father’s 
ghost that haunts her in bedsheet and 
underwear. The script by Masa Nakamura (a 
frequent collaborator of Miike’s) brings these 
two lost souls together in a convoluted but 
hilarious police sting gone wrong that pits 
a yakuza clan and a group of Chinese gang¬ 
sters together. 

The true heart of First Love is the meet- 
cute that brings Leo and Monica together. 

Two souls deeply lost, their connection is 
never romantic, which is a blessing in dis¬ 
guise. For Leo, it can’t be romantic: With 
death looming on his doorstep, he’s care¬ 
lessly protecting Monica without regard for 
his own life. However, unlike most of these 
adventures where the meet-cute turns to a 
blossoming relationship that solely relies on

the male protagonist’s ability to protect the 
female from her enslavers, it’s a welcome 
change where both the male and female 
counterparts are on equal footing. 

Where Leo and Monica are the meat of 
First Love, the supporting cast is what makes 
Miike’s colorful escapade so delightful. 
There’s Kase (Sometani), a try-hard yakuza 
kid who is going behind his gang’s back 
as a detective whose goal is to intercept a 
massive shipment of drugs that he wants 
to sell for his own profit. It’s incredible that 
Kase is able to manage his double life for so 
long, because throughout the film he makes 
one poor decision after another, which leads 
to him being the butt of a lot of violence. 

Julie (Becky) also lights up the screen as 
the vengeful girlfriend whose boyfriend was 
murdered by Kase, and manages to connect 
the dots of the dimwit’s scheme before any¬ 
one else. Wild-eyed and clever, with a knack 
for survival like no other, she’s a superb fan 
favorite in the making. 

Miike’s latest is an outrageous romp that 
manages to find new and exciting ways to 
depict extreme violence (something the direc¬ 
tor is quite skilled in visually) while also cher¬ 
ishing every character so their final breaths 
feel earned. It’s incredible that a movie in 
which toy dogs light bombs and limbs get 
lopped off has a sincerity woven into it. 
Miike’s balancing act reveals him as a man 
who is effortlessly comfortable with his craft, 
and with over 100 movies under his belt it’s 
no surprise. 

Yet while this vibrant and energetic version 
of Miike is certainly a blast, it can feel under¬ 
whelming when you know this was the same 
man who made the visceral and disturbed 
Visitor Q and the bone-chilling Audition. Miike 
is a man who built his career off of deeply 
upsetting and boundary-pushing genre cine¬ 
ma, and his recent output just feels a little 
too produced and overseen by the Japanese 
government (this movie, in fact, was made 
in a weird promotion for the Olympics, set to 
take place in 2020). Despite all this, First 
Love’s warm and tender nature keeps it an 
endearing and heartwarming addition to the 
master’s filmography.

Never Really Here) to Gus Van Sant ( Don't 
Worry He Won't Get Far on Foot), Phoenix is 
a master of a very specific kind of person; 
call it a lost soul, call it a ne’er-do-well, call it 
oftentimes an inadvertent avenging angel. 

Which is why it was just kismet that an ori¬ 
gin story on the Joker, Batman’s biggest foil 
for 80-plus years, should land in Phoenix’s 
lap. But Todd Phillips (The Hangover films and 
Road Trip with Tom Green, along with co-writ- 
er Scott Silver, has gone dark. And by dark, 

I mean not too dark in this saga of Arthur 
Fleck’s transformation into a supervillain. 
There is a very overdetermined trajectory that 
maps out the transformation from Arthur’s 
trials to his blossoming as Joker. His mother, 
Penny (Conroy, always nice to see) is ill, and 


he is grappling with mental illness, and thus 
begets the beginning of a supervillain. 

But wait, let’s run down a few things (spoil¬ 
ers to follow, if you really care). To wit: Arthur 
has a girlfriend (Beetz) who doesn’t exist, 
Robert De Niro plays a talk show host that 
ridicules Arthur’s stand-up act, and the world 
(mind you, in some early Eighties template 
that is in itself a boilerplate representation 
of the strife of marginalized white people) is 
going mad, but Phillips and co. have basically 
morphed Martin Scorcese’s Taxi Driver into a 
superhero movie. But they won’t call it that. 
And when Frank Sinatra’s “That’s Life” plays 
to Phoenix dancing down a stairwell, becom¬ 
ing the manifestation of who he will become, 
it feels completely empty, a nod to some 
kind of gravitas that this film really strives 
for, but never, ever gets. It’s DC Comics play¬ 
ing rough, but not rough enough, but maybe 
that’s too much to ask. Where is the fucking 
Hellblazer movie already?

THE PARTS YOU LOSE

Some films have a logline. Some films are 
a logline. If you visit the IMDb page for The 
Parts You Lose, you will learn that the film is 
about a young boy in a small North Dakota 



town who befriends a potentially dangerous 
fugitive. That’s not an inciting event or a 
condensed version of a more complex story; 
that’s as far as the filmmakers got. Once the 
young boy crosses paths with a fugitive, the 
movie provides the narrative equivalent of a 
60-minute shrug. 

Inasmuch as there’s more to say about 
The Parts You Lose, here it is: Wesley 
(Murphy) does not have a comfortable life. 
His mother (Winstead) loves him but strug¬ 
gles to stand up to his controlling father 
(McNairy); meanwhile, the students at school 
bully him constantly. When Wesley stumbles 
across a half-dead fugitive (Paul) in a local 
snowbank, he slowly nurses him back to 
health and learns to stand up for himself in 
the process. 

There are ideas present throughout the 
story that might’ve made for a more engag¬ 
ing film. Murphy, whose first language is 
British Sign Language, is undoubtedly a 
talented young actor. There are moments in 
the movie - when Danny is in the classroom 
with other deaf students or at the dinner 
table with his parents - that we see what 
it is like to navigate a world without sound, 
and the film is strongest when it allows us 
to experience the world from Danny’s shoes. 
Not every movie with a deaf performer 
needs to be about the deaf experience, but 
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there is so much here that is unfamiliar to 
non-disabled audience members that could 
have brought us further into Danny’s clear 
sense of isolation. 

The biggest problem is how little effort has 
gone into threading this narrative together. At 
one point, Wesley comes home to find a U.S. 
marshal speaking to his mother. When Wesley 
pretends to know nothing about the fugitive, 
the marshal smiles kindly and launches into 
the kind of parable only expressed by cops 
in backcountry thrillers. You see, the marshal 
recalls a woman who lived down the street 
from his childhood home used to feed stray 
cats, and one day, she started feeding a 
baby mountain lion. When the lion grew up, it 
attacked the woman, killing her and the rest 
of her family. Satisfied that Wesley has gotten 
the point, the marshal excuses himself, never 
once bothering to explain why he thought a 
deaf boy on the outskirts of town was harbor¬ 
ing a fugitive in the first place. 

As if these kinds of narrative lapses 
weren’t enough, The Parts You Lose has the 
wrong cast. The film’s trio of headline per¬ 
formers - Winstead, McNairy, and Paul - are 
unquestionably talented, but the characters 
they are asked to play have no connection to 
their respective skill sets. When Hollywood 
decides you’re old enough to play a mom, 
your characters are instantly vaulted into 
middle age; even if we accept Winstead as 
the mother of a 10-year-old, it’s a shame to 
see her backed into such a one-note per¬ 
formance. Similarly, McNairy is known for 
bringing intricate character work to even the 
smallest supporting roles. Can he play an 
alcoholic abuser? Sure, but McNairy is far 
more believable as a victim than a monster.

Like most millennials in New York City, Brittany (Bell) 
is barely treading water.

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White lightning in a Bottle 

DENNIS HOPPER IS TOTALLY NOT ON DRUGS IN 


WHITE STAR byJoshKupecki 

When German director Roland Klick 
(Supermarkt) tapped Dennis Hopper to play 
washed-up music producer Ken Barlow in 
White Star, carnage erupts. In the height of 
the post-punk/New Wave era of 1983, synth 
rocker Moody Mud insky (Terrance Robay, 
perplexed throughout) has broken out from 
his previous band, the Purple Rats, a name 
evoking so much banality and mystery in one 
fell swoop. His debut album, the 
ubiquitous White Star, is poised 
to take the world by storm - if 
only in the manic eyes of 
Hopper’s Barlow. Using guerrilla 
tactics vis-a-vis stalwart B-actor 
David Hess (The Last House on 
the Left), Barlow manufactures riots and 
assassination attempts to parlay his version 
of creating lightning in a bottle for the 
album’s success. 

A seeming satire of the music industry, 
Klick’s film feels like witnessing an amazing 
car crash firsthand, one in which the viewer 
is helpless to assist in any way and must 
simply observe. Rarely screened here in the 
States (although Roger Corman released 
a mangled version with stock footage of a 
T.S.O.L. concert), it is a trainwreck of a film, 


but it is also a glorious bauble of early 
Eighties indie cinema. 

Let’s begin with a couple of notes. Item 
No. 1: Klick and Hopper were in a car crash 
during the filming of White Star, which left 
Klick with a leg cast and ended the shooting 
of the film prematurely, the results of which 
rendered the story with an opaqueness that, 
while mildly confusing, nevertheless brings 
an anarchic spirit to what the 
indefatigable editor ultimately put 
together. Item No. 2: Cocaine fig¬ 
ured quite heavily behind the 
scenes here (see Item No. 1 for 
reference). Hopper would be 
arrested for possession that 
same year, and it is no secret that he basi¬ 
cally went through the Seventies riding those 
white lines. His performance (and to be clear, 
this film is all about Hopper’s presence) is a 
cocaine-fueled maelstrom. Remove him, and 
there would be no there there. 

Despite the often chaotic manner in which 
this film unfolds, Klick’s sensibilities always 
ring true. His ace in the hole is just aiming 
the camera on Hopper as he chews up and 
spits out every single frame he’s in. Hopper’s 
dialogue (improvised, mostly) is relegated to

alternating “This is the future!” and “There is 
no future!” Well, you can’t have it both ways, 
but Klick seems to try to do so, stitching 
together these ideological concepts of com¬ 
merce and art. The results are definitely 
diluted and often distracting, but there are so 
many wonderful things about Klick’s White 
Star that make it an amazing document of 
the early Eighties, and I will leave you with 
the following things to consider: Dennis 
Hopper’s haircut, his wardrobe of trench 
coats, and the following lines that are better 
suited as Zen koans than being uttered by an 
actual person. 


“Money talks, nobody walks.” 

”1 haven’t changed, the times have 
changed!” 

“A canceled tour is better than actually 
doing one.” 

That last one is Hopper’s character in a 
nutshell, and White Star is an insane battle 
cry for the future. Wait, no, it’s about no 
future. Or perhaps it’s about something that 
resembles both of those things, as one can 
see a future of oblivion. The document 
speaks for itself, however, an incoherent tour 
de force by one of the 20th century’s most 
mercurial actors. The future is now. ■

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ACL Fest’s Recipe for Success 


Last year’s Paul McCartney mania could 
have left ACL Fest 2019 looking like sloppy 
seconds. 

“That was a tough year to follow up,” 
admits Amy Corbin, lead talent buyer for the 
two-weekend convergence. 

The veteran curator, backbone of local 
promotions powerhouse and Live Nation 
festival specialists C3 Presents since its 
launch, called in from her on-site trailer 
Monday morning. 

“There’s no formula,” she adds. “We just 
start with a wish list, pray it happens, and 
make adjustments where we need to.” 

Despite potential Macca hangover, Corbin’s 
2019 handiwork pinpoints the 18-year-old 
endeavor’s modern niche as a forward-looking 
grab bag. Although she claims there’s no 
secret recipe for her team’s fall classic, “Faster 
Than Sound” can make a few guesses. 

First, preheat Zilker Park to 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Then, add: 

A Balanced Diet 

For years, ACL straddled ori¬ 
gins as a roots-centric counter¬ 
part to the namesake TV show 
and its modern status as a fan¬ 
ny-pack prom for area high 
schools. The split becomes 
especially apparent in 17-year- 
old pop sensation Billie Eilish. 

Her spooky, ASMR-ish whispers 
on Gen Z ennui, performed last weekend on 
SNL, correspond Saturday with hometown 
blues guitar hero Gary Clark Jr. 

Later that night, multihyphenate mogul 
Donald Glover, aka Childish Gambino, 
makes good on a 2018 cancellation during 
legendary Eighties Brit goths the Cure. This 
may be Glover’s final set as the hip-hop proj¬ 
ect. In August, he announced to a massive 
Outside Lands Festival audience that it 
was his second-to-last show. Here’s hoping 
lineup mate 21 Savage joins onstage for 
viral collab “This Is America.” 

Guns N’ Roses uphold the obvious legacy 
stronghold, trailed by Third Eye Blind and 
Thom Yorke Tomorrow’s Modern Boxes, an 
audiovisual project from the Radiohead front¬ 
man. Finding middle ground, Texas country rebel 
Kacey Musgraves and modern psych standard 
Tame Impala’s balanced fandoms transcend. 

Eilish, reigning stream queen with the 
ninth-highest monthly Spotify listener count 


on the planet, is joined in the Top 100 by 
unpredictable Bronx star Cardi B (35), 

“Truth Hurts” takeoff Lizzo (63), and nuevo 
flamenco singer Rosalia (94). Also in the 
youth bracket, L.A. indie-pop trio Lany 
returns after teenage fans camped overnight 
outside their Stubb’s show in June. 

Equal Parts 

For the second year in a row, festival tracking 
group Book More Women recognized ACL 
Fest for leading major U.S. gatherings in gender 
diversity. The group, known for editing lineup 
images to point out the stark disparity, reported 
a 45% standing of women and nonbinary art¬ 
ists at Zilker this year, matching 46% in 2018. 

Amy Corbin leads the lineup formulation 
with talent buyer Margaret Galton. 

“If we feel like we don’t have enough 
[women], we try to actively engage with that,” 
explains Corbin. “It’s a pretty unique position 
to make those decisions and give somebody 
a platform.” 

During a music industry panel 
at September’s annual Babes 
Fest, moderated by your colum¬ 
nist, Galton confirmed this. 

“I’m fortunate that C3 is 
something crazy like 65 percent 
women,” she said. “I’ve been 
shielded from the boys’ club 
that you see at agencies or 
management companies.” 

Last year, Book More Women nudged ACL 
on Twitter to include women in the top eight 
headlining spots. For 2019, Eilish shares the 
top listing with split bookings of Cardi B 
(weekend one) and Robyn (weekend two). 


Amy’s Touch 

More insight from Amy Corbin on how the 
130-act sausage is made: 

Austin Chronicle: What was the strategy for 
following up 2018? 

Amy Corbin: The same as it is every year. 

As soon as the festival’s over, it’s, “Oh crap, 
we’ve got to start all over.” Putting all those 
pieces together takes seven to eight months. 
There’s artists that we send offers every year, 
so we’re patient. If it doesn’t work this year, 
then it’ll work someday. Maybe, please! 

AC; Does ACL have to satisfy more age groups 
than most major fests? 

AC: Yes. I think it’s indicative of the city that 
we live in. Austin supports live music, no 
matter what genre it is. You know fans will 
appreciate something more than at other 
festivals targeted to specific demographic. 
People bring their kids out, more so than 
around the country. Music is part of the DNA 
for people who live here, which makes the 
job a bit easier. 

AC; Have any genres emerged as more neces¬ 
sary within the fest? 


AC: It’s sort of a time capsule. This year we 
have more Latinx, next year it might be some¬ 
thing else. For us, it’s just being mindful and 
booking a little something for everybody. That 
has been the ACL thing since day one. 

But, there’s never a mandate. You want EDM 
because it’s fun to dance to, you want good 
R&B, you want good rock, and you want some¬ 
thing that’s going to blow your mind away - like 
jazz or world music. We want a surprise ele¬ 
ment of: “What’s going to be fun for six days?” 

Bonus Helpings 

In 2017, the fest debuted the headphone- 
distributing Silent Disco concept, which now 
holds court all three nights under the Tito’s 
tent. Organizers hope to tap a similar fan inter¬ 
est with the brand-new Bonus Tracks stage, 
rounding up live conversations in the musical, 
wellness, and culinary arenas. The smorgas¬ 
bord convenes near the shaded wine lounge. 

“A lot of people listen to podcasts right 
now, and it’s important that [ACL] evolves with 
what’s happening within its community,” adds 
C3 Experience Director Shelley Phillips, who 
leads the long-gestating spin-off stage. “These 
extra experiences really help to keep it fresh.” 

NPR’s All Songs Considered hopped 
aboard, kicking off Friday with host Stephen 
Thompson and indie rock stronghold Jenny 
Lewis ahead of her evening set. Homegrown 
frequency KUTX invites local singer Savannah 
Welch’s new podcast Enough About Music, 
where artists chat about anything but the craft. 
Phillips drew on Austin Food + Wine Festival 
involvement to team with foodie mag-turned- 
YouTube juggernaut Bon Appetit. 

Editor-at-large Andrew Knowlton hosts daily, 
inviting chef video star Brad Leone and viral 
New York Times recipe-maker Alison Roman.

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Get to know Austin R&B true blue Alesia Lani

Sultry R&B songbird Alesia Lani believes 
deeply in manifestation, as in the visualiza¬ 
tion and expressing of abstraction into reality 
She also practices the fine art of proceeding 
onward as unbothered as humanly possible. 

“I try to set goals and stay open,” she said 
back in 2017. “I’m a Libra, y’know? I just go 
with the flow.” 

I first met Missouri-born and Austin-bred 
Alesia Buchanan at Cafe Java, a coffee-and- 
eggs spot corner-situated in a nondescript 
North Austin strip mall. She possessed glow¬ 
ing red tightly curled hair, with an unceas¬ 
ingly warm, high-wattage grin. Her soulful, 
effortless manner matched the earthy, sug¬ 
ar-dusted voice heard on Resilient, her then- 


just-released second sonically heteroge¬ 
neous full-length. 

The document, still her most recent, 
reflected a maturing woman charting her 
passage with stark honesty. Like Mary J. 
Blige or Jazmine Sullivan, she invited lis¬ 
teners into her universe, no matter rain or 
sunshine. Even her radiant smile requires 
bulb maintenance from time to time, and 
she’d like her fans to see it. 

“It’s the whole point of fans learning about 
you and watching you grow,” Buchanan 
says today in hindsight of the album’s diary 
approach. “It took me a long time because I 
was battling with myself. I wanted to give 
fans the real me, the things I go through. 
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“‘Like “Fold’ is really about an ex trying to 
get back in tune with me. ‘You Changed’ is 
really about alcoholism. I know other people 
can relate to temptation, relationship prob¬ 
lems, and good stuff too. It’s not all bad.” 

Fortunately, her husband Marcel 
Buchanan, an artist himself, maintains the 
necessary fortitude. 

“You have to be mentally tough,” he says. 
“I know that she might pull from an argu¬ 
ment, and then that’s something that might 
be out there. But it’s honest. It’s real.” 

In our initial meeting, Buchanan brought 
with her a good friend for safety and emo¬ 
tional support. The companion bordered 
hilariously on spilling, eager to fortify her 
confidant on responses slight on firm con¬ 
viction. The vocalist held her own, at once 
shy yet accommodating and generous in 
her young life’s discoveries. She needed no 
hand-holding, nor did she present any of 
the forced opaqueness plaguing artists. 

Her mother, Marlena Hendrickson, says 
young Alesia, the “singer,” was born in ele¬ 
mentary school. After recuperating from a 
pedestrian accident, her daughter wanted to 
participate in a talent 
show. The Missouri native 
recalls the number being 
Mary J. Blige’s 1998 sin¬ 
gle, the - a-hem - sugges¬ 
tive “Seven Days.” 

The performer that day 
remembers her choice as 
an equally interesting 
selection, Blige’s “Your 
Child.” The lyrics include: 

“How could you deny 
your own flesh and blood/ 

Your own child/ What 
kind of man are you?” 

Imagine a sentiment gen¬ 
erally reserved for adults 
hammered home by a 
10-year-old. This origi¬ 
nates primarily out of Hendrickson’s love of 
hip-hop and R&B. The singing, though, 
Buchanan “didn’t get that from me, because 
I was very shy.” 

Young Alesia talked about singing for a 
living when she was in junior high. Ever the 
doting mother, Hendrickson suggested she 
finish school, get that degree. In the course, 
she took a job at Pappadeaux because of its 
old-school R&B playlist. She met and mar¬ 
ried Marcel, and they became parents. 

She first sang on her husband’s songs. By 
2017, performing under rapper alias PeaCe, 
he then delivered on one of hers, with a com¬ 
pelling feature on “Alright,” off Resilient. At 
that point, the album’s creator verged on 
something revealed in vague terms. 

Short the efforts of her resourceful man¬ 
ager Reno Dudley and keyboardist Jonathan 
“Jon Keyz” Deas, she’s had no machine 
behind her. Not that she’s in a hurry. She’s 


gotten this far in just five years. 

“She’s a late bloomer,” offers Deas. 

That’s impeded neither SXSW showcas¬ 
es, nor a recent residency at Rainey Street 
staple Geraldine’s Austin. This fall Buchan¬ 
an plays internationally for the first time, as 
part of the sixth season of Project ATX6 (see 
sidebar). Her placement among six up-and- 
coming local artists will take her to Toronto’s 
Indie Week Festival in November, and to the 
Great Escape Festival in Brighton, England, 
next spring. 

Just in time, her captivating live show - 
led initially by Deas, who now directs Gary 
Clark Jr.’s band - has matured into a distinct, 
signature sound, continued under the guid¬ 
ance of drummer Chris Gadson. Both Deas 
and Gadson credit Buchanan’s leap forward 
to her pliability and faith. Small ego deaths, 
her most exceptional quality, come naturally. 

“She’s still trusting, still open to sugges¬ 
tion or critique - even if that means we call 
an audible,” says Gadson. 

One such improvisation occurred during 
a recent studio session at the Recording 
Conservatory of Austin. Buchanan’s 
co-conspirators hud¬ 
dled up in a small stu¬ 
dio room wondering 
which track the 
allergy-suffering singer 
could lay vocals. Dudley 
is insistent a new single 
appears ahead of her 
ACL Fest date. 

The talent’s razor- 
sharp 8-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Lani, huffs at her 
mother, accusing her 
parent of failing to 
understand the defini¬ 
tion of celebrity. After a 
brief, humorous back 
and forth, Lani explains 
to her mother about 
homework passes. Later, she runs around the 
complex, exploring, being mischievous. How 
is she processing all of this, the scope of it? 

“She already says, ‘Mommy’s famous,”’ 
laughs Alesia. “She said that. I was like, 
‘No, not yet.’” 

Not yet, because right at this moment, 
there’s an unfinished track, requiring doz¬ 
ens of takes, from lyrics and choruses to ad 
libs, all to be recorded by an extremely 
patient engineer. Assisted and coached by 
her team, Buchanan continually searches 
for the right tones, the right words, the 
right carriage. 

“I’m always looking for more, setting 
goals for more,” reflects Buchanan. “I’m 
always asking, ‘Y’know, what more can we 
do?’ Like, ‘That was cute, that was great, 
but let’s do something bigger.’” ■ 

Alesia Lani plays ACL Fest this Friday, Oct. 4, 
in Zilker Park on the T-Mobile stage, 1:15pm.

For the sixth time, export nonprofit 
Project ATX6 will fly six Austin musicians 
abroad to represent the city at festivals 
in Canada and Europe. Buchanan, who’d 
only became aware of the endeavor upon 
hearing of her nomination, will be the 
nonprofit’s first true-blue contemporary 
R&B participant. To think, this will be the 
singer’s first tour of any kind. 

“I feel honored to be [Austin’s R&B 
export],” she affirms. “I get a lot of love 
from Germany and England. A lot of my 
listeners are out there. I just want to give 
them everything I’ve got, and hopefully, 
it’ll be reciprocated.” -K.S.

Nash Hernandez Orchestra 
70th Anniversary 


DONN’S DEPOT, SUNDAY 6, 4PM 


How many music acts reach 70? Celebrating seven 
decades, the Nash Hernandez Orchestra is the longest- 
running band in Austin music history. 

“We started out at Donn’s Depot in 2005 doing a Sunday 
Tea Dance,” recalls Ruben Hernandez, the group’s leader 
and drummer who joined his father’s band as a percussion¬ 
ist in 1970 at the ripe young age of 11. “In 2006, we start¬ 
ed a monthly Saturday night gig which is still ongoing.” 

Formed as a swing band in 1949, the Orchestra per¬ 
formed primarily the popular tunes of Benny Goodman, 

Glenn Miller, and the like, but also incorporated the Latin 
stylings of Perez Prado and Xavier Cugat. Nash Hernandez 
played what people wanted to hear, often including boleros, 
cumbias, cha-chas, and even salsa when the occasion 
arose. Frank Sinatra and, later, R&B favorites by Otis 
Redding, James Brown, and Al Green also made the cut. 

“My father was never into Tejano and if it was up to him, 
he never would have played a polka,” chuckles the younger 
Hernandez. “Some years ago, we played at Austin Aqua 
Fest and for some odd reason we were slated for Italian 
Night, so we worked up some popular Italian songs. 

“We were always a cover band,” he continues. “Neither 
my father nor I were inspired to compose new music, but 
I’m an arranger and so I arrange the various songs to fit 
the sound of our orchestra.” 

Ruben Hernandez has led the band since his father’s 
passing in 1994. 

“I don’t consider us a jazz band, even though we have a 
full horn section. And I don’t want it to sound too current. I 
just want the big band sound.” - Jay Trachtenberg

THE COMMON LAW

New Texas Laws Take Effect in 2019 

The Texas legislative session, which ended in June, passed a 
series of new Texas laws. Some laws were designed to provide pro¬ 
tection for licensed gun owners to carry legal firearms in various 
places (see last month's “Common Law"), while other new laws 
address a wide range of (sometimes unusual) activities. Check out 
these new laws, listed below. We’ll let you decide if it was worth the 
time and effort of the Legislature to address these issues. 

Property Sale Requires Disclosure of All Flood-Related 
Information: Sellers of property near floodplain areas have 
additional disclosure requirements. Sellers are now required to 
disclose whether a home is located in a 500-year floodplain, 
100-year floodplain, a floodway, a flood pool, or near a flood 
reservoir. The seller must also disclose whether the home has a 
history of flooding. Prior to this law, sellers only had to disclose 
that the property was located in the 100-year floodplain. The mo¬ 
mentum to pass this law started with Hurricane Harvey in 2017, 
when many Houston homes in the 500-year floodplain (or in no 
floodplain at all) were flooded due to their proximity to the Ad- 
dicks and Barker reservoirs. (Senate Bill 339, House Bill 3815) 


No Tobacco for Anyone Under 21: The legal age to buy 

cigarettes and other tobacco products has been 18 for many 
years. The Texas Legislature raised the legal age to buy cigarettes, 
e-cigs, and other tobacco products to 21. The new law is de¬ 
signed to diminish teenage exposure to tobacco. (SB 21) 

Kids Can’t Buy Cough Syrup: Texas businesses are no longer 
allowed to sell cough syrup (dextromethorphan) to anyone less 
than 18 years of age. (HB 1518) 

Porch Pirates Beware: Front-porch package thieves have 
historically been prosecuted in a similar fashion to shoplifters. 
Not anymore. Criminal penalties have been enhanced, and some 
serial package bandits could face up to 10 years in jail. (HB 37) 
No More Spoofing: For once, the Legislature addresses 
something we all can’t stand - unwanted telemarketers that use 
familiar numbers to try to get you to answer the call.This practice 
is now banned in Texas. (HB 1992) 

Beer-to-Go: Texans are now able to leave breweries with up to 
one case of craft beer. (SB 1232, HB 2016) 

All of the above-mentioned laws, and all other laws passed 
in the most recentTexas legislative session, took effect on Sep¬ 
tember 1, 2019.
